study 

Not just free pot - 
subjects get SI,000!

D r. Donald Abrams and col¬ 
leagues at University of Cali¬ 
fornia at San Francisco 
(UCSF), San Francisco General 
Hospital (SFGH), and the Communi¬ 
ty Consortium are seeking partici¬ 
pants for their study of the effects of 
medicinal marijuana on the immune 
system, and its interaction with pro¬ 
tease inhibitor drugs. Many people 
with HIV/AIDS use medical cannabis 
to help relieve drug-induced nausea 
and to stimulate their appetite and 
prevent weight loss. 

Participants taking part in the 
study will be hospitalized at SFGH’s 
General Clinical Research Center 
(GCRC) for 25 nights. They will be 
randomized (selected by chance) to 
receive smoked marijuana, Marinol 
pills (an oral drug that contains THC, 
one of the active ingredients in mari¬ 
juana), or placebo (inactive) pills for 
21 days. Regular blood and urine tests 
will be conducted. Participants are ex¬ 
pected to have follow-up outpatient 
visits five days and 37 days after'the 
end of the hospital stay. Those who 
complete the study will receive 
$ 1 , 000 . 

The study began in May and is 
slated to run for two years. However, 
because the GCRC can only accom¬ 
modate a few participants at a time, a 
continual stream of enrollees is need¬ 
ed. Eleven patients have entered the 
study so far, Abrams said, out of a 
total projected enrollment of 63. 

In part because the federal govern¬ 
ment has imposed strict limitations 
on the study of marijuana, there are 
several criteria that potential partici¬ 
pants must meet. They must have 
documented HIV infection and have 
been on a stable antiretroviral treat¬ 
ment regimen that includes either in¬ 
dinavir (Crixivan) or nelfinavir (Vira- 
cept) for at least eight weeks, with a 
stable viral load for at least four 
weeks. Participants cannot have active 
opportunistic infections or be taking 
other medications that affect weight 
gain or immune function (for exam¬ 
ple, Megace, anabolic steroids, human 
growth hormone, or interleukin-2). 
Women may not be pregnant. 
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ACT UP/SF says members absconded 
with S 8,ODD in medical pot money

M embers of ACT UP/San Francisco are 
scouring the city trying to find Chris 
Abbott, a former associate they ac¬ 
cuse of absconding with over $4,000 
of the group’s revenue from medical mari¬ 
juana sales. The group posted flyers about 
Abbott throughout town, with an emphasis 
on the South of Market area, last Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 4, although ACT UP/San Francisco 
member Michael Bellefountaine said the 
group suspects Abbott may have fled home 
to Orange County. 

Abbott is described on the flyers as being 
a Caucasian gay man, 27-years old, about 
five feet, 10 inches tall, and weighing ap¬ 
proximately 290 pounds. He “wears Coke 
bottle glasses, t-shirts, and baggies,” stated 
the flyer. According to Bellefountaine, Ab¬ 
bott walked out of the group’s medical mar¬ 
ijuana dispensary with the cash nearly two 
weeks ago. 

Flyers also went up around town last 
week targeting a man named Carl McGarry; 
ACT UP/San Francisco members claim he 
took off with another $4,000 of the club’s 
money to purchase medical marijuana. That 
incident allegedly occurred three months 
ago. “We tracked him to Chicago,” Belle¬ 
fountaine told the Bay Area Reporter , Mon¬

T he excitement crackling through the 
Scottish Rite Temple in Oakland was 
immediately evident at East Bay Pride’s 
second annual awards dinner Wednes¬ 
day, September 2, as hundreds of Bay Area 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgender folks 
and their supporters filled the room to near 
capacity. Compared to last year’s sparsely at¬ 
tended inaugural event, the affair was a 
smashing success, with numerous notables 
in attendance, including some from foreign 


countries. 

The dinner and awards program kicked 
off a month of activities throughout the East 
Bay that will culminate with the second Gay 
Mardi Gras Saturday, September 26 in 
downtown Oakland. Last year organizers, in¬ 
cluding Pete King, founder and president of 
East Bay Pride, were concentrating heavily 
on making the Gay Mardi Gras a success, 
and that planning paid off as thousands of 
queers descended on the event and soaked 
up sun while boogying to blistering dance 
music on several stages. 

Now in its second year, King and others 


were able to focus more attention on the 
other events, such as the dinner, Hayward 
Gay Pride this Saturday, September 12 and 
the Alternate Vision film festival September 
13-20 at Oakland’s Parkway Theatre. Club 
Rimshot in downtown Oakland will host the 
official'after-party on September 26 featur¬ 
ing CeCe Penniston and some of the East 
Bay’s fiercest DJs. 

King.said that plans are being Finalized 
for the Gay Mardi Gras, which promises to 
be as entertaining and fun-filled as last year, 
and that volunteers are still needed.

AEF board reaches 
decision over grants 
to Sonoma County

T he controversy over the San 
Francisco AIDS Emergency 
Fund (AEF) organization’s 
interrupted service to Sonoma 
County appears to have been set¬ 
tled. An agreement was reached 
Tuesday, September 8 that satisfies 
both the San Francisco agency’s 
board of directors and represen¬ 
tatives from the AEF/Sonoma 
County Coalition, a group strug¬ 
gling to raise enough money so 
that residents living with 
HIV/AIDS in that community 
can receive the emergency grants 
that were discontinued last year. 

AEF officials had said they 
would not resume service to out¬ 
lying counties that failed to come 
up with 65 percent of the county¬ 
wide total the agency provided. At 
Tuesday’s AEF board meeting, 
however, the agency decided to 
provide Sonoma County with ap¬ 
proximately $38,000 in cash - a 
figure representing about 35 per¬ 
cent of last year’s caseload in the 
North Bay county. 

Rick Salinas, vice president of 
the San Francisco AEF board, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the 
fund provided about $110,000 in 
grants to Sonoma County resi¬ 
dents last year, and that was the 
figure used as a starting point 
when discussions to resume the 
service got underway. 

Additionally, San Francisco 


AEF will provide the Sonoma 
group with the use of their staff to 
help set up an independent AEF 
organization, he said. 

Betsy Van Dyke, chair of 
AEF/Sonoma County Coalition, 
told the B.A.R. that she had not 
heard of the San Francisco AEF 
board’s recommendation, but 
said when informed of the pro¬ 
posal, “Anything’s negotiable. It’s 
not bad news because it fulfills 
their commitment. Any technical 
assistance is definitely a positive.” 

The Sonoma coalition meets a 
week from this Monday, she 
added, at which time they are ex¬ 
pected to discuss the plan. 

San Francisco and Sonoma 
AEF representatives gave conflict¬ 
ing figures on the amount of 
money that has been raised in 
Sonoma County, with Salinas cit¬ 
ing a figure of around $50,000 
and Van Dyke giving a figure of 
under $65,000. Prior to the Tues¬ 
day night decision by San Fran¬ 
cisco AEF, Van Dyke said she felt 
“a certain amount of resistance” 
from its officials. 

The coalition wanted San 
Francisco to restart service to 
Sonoma County residents living 
with HIV/AIDS without initially 
providing any cash, according to 
Ken Turner with San Francisco 
AEF. Van Dyke said that since the 
county had raised the money - 
some of which has not actually 
come in yet - San Francisco 
should restart issuing the emer¬ 


gency financial assistance grants 
to people in the North Bay. 

“They had offered to match 35 
percent of the money we raised,” 
said Van Dyke. “We have a county 
contract and I understand [San 
Francisco] AEF’s concern with 
turnaround on contracts.” 

Van Dyke said that the Sono¬ 
ma coalition’s funds include 
$30,000 from Sonoma County 
earmarked for emergency finan¬ 
cial assistance to people living 
with AIDS, and an $8,000 grant 
from the United Way. The county 
funds are issued based on invoic¬ 
es received, which is a standard 
procedure, she explained, and she 
acknowledged that although the 
coalition did receive a United Way 
award letter, it has not received 
the money. The rest of the money 
has been raised at various 
fundraisers and from private do¬ 
nations, Van Dyke said. 

Salinas said he hopes this latest 
decision by the San Francisco AEF 
board will help smooth the waters 
of tension that have crept into dis¬ 
cussions between people from the 
coalition, others in Sonoma 
County, and San Francisco AEF 
board members. 

“There’s a strong feeling on the 
board to help Sonoma County,” 
Salinas said. ▼

Although 
such a move would allow the center 
to accommodate more communi¬ 
ty activities, the mayor and the 
city’s Recreation and Parks Depart¬ 
ment consistently have put their 
priorities elsewhere, to the frustra¬ 
tion of the center’s proponents, 
who want the city to pony up the 
$1.8 million needed for the work. 

But advocates of an expanded 
center will have a chance to ex¬ 


press their concerns directly to 
Recreation and Parks commis¬ 
sioners this Tuesday, September 15 
at one of two annual public hear¬ 
ings where citizens from through¬ 
out San Francisco can voice ideas 
and concerns about the city’s 
parks and recreation facilities, Eu¬ 
reka Valley among them. 

Thanks to the efforts of Alan 
Weaver, an openly gay member of 
the commission’s Open Space 
Committee, those heard first at 
the early evening meeting will be a 
group of queer youth who regu¬ 
larly use the center, the only one 
of its kind serving their needs. 
They’lt*3g& joined by parents, 
friends, and all others who share 
their concerns. Weaver hopes a 
large contingent of gays, lesbians, 


transgenders, and bisexuals turn 
out in support of Eureka Valley. 
The Recreation and Parks Depart¬ 
ment headquarters, where the 
meeting will be held, is wheelchair 
accessible, and sign language in¬ 
terpretation is available. ▼

H ongtime gay activist Dick 
Pabich has resigned from his 
5 post as Mayor Willie 
Brown’s AIDS policy advisor, cit¬ 
ing declining health as the reason. 
“I’m not surprised,” he said of 
having to leave the post he as¬ 
sumed earlier this year for no pay. 
“There’s a certain risk in going 
back to work to begin with. I was 
very upfront from the beginning.” 
Pabich, who is living with AIDS, 
told the Bay Area Reporter Tues¬ 
day, September 8 that he had taken 
most of August off with the hopes 
of returning, but said he’s felt “to¬ 
tally fatigued and exhausted.” 

Bill Barnes, an openly gay 
African-American who was hired 
earlier this year to assist Pabich, 
will handle the office in the inter¬ 
im, said Brown’s spokeswoman 
Kandace Bender. Pabich said he 
hopes that someone else will be 
hired because there’s “really a lot 
more than one person” can han¬ 
dle in helping the mayor develop 
effective public policy surround¬ 
ing HIV/AIDS. 


Pabich was one of the primary 
organizers of the Mayor’s AIDS 
Summit in January and began 
working on that project last sum¬ 
mer. Pabich began his official du¬ 
ties soon after the AIDS Summit 
and almost immediately had to 
deal with several emergencies, in¬ 
cluding differing community 
opinions about a city Department 
of Public Health (DPH) proposal 
for workplace entry and re-entry 
for people living with HIV/AIDS. 
Pabich said he is especially proud 
that funding for the plan was in¬ 
cluded in the city’s current bud¬ 
get. The DPH is now getting that 
program up and running, along 
with an adherence program for 
people living with HIV/AIDS. 
Both projects have come as a re¬ 
sult of the AIDS Summit, Pabich 
added. 

“Both were new initiatives that 
emerged from the summit and 
both related to my life,” said 
Pabich. 

“Dick did incredible work at 
City Hall,” Bender told the B.A.R. 
“The mayor thinks he is an extra¬ 
ordinary human being and an ef¬ 
fective advocate.”

Another of his accomplish¬ 
ments Pabich hopes will continue 
is increased emphasis on targeting 
the African-American communi¬ 
ty for HIV prevention and treat¬ 
ment. “I’d like to greatly increase 
the amount of activity in that 
community, which has been inad¬ 
equate,” he said, adding that a 
meeting with African-American 
leaders in August was among his 
final duties. 

Pabich also worked on another 
issue discussed at the AIDS Sum¬ 
mit: getting Assemblywoman Car¬ 
ole Migden (D-San Francisco) to 
sponsor AB 1663, an HIV report¬ 
ing measure that would create a 
scrambled but unique identifying 
code for each person. The bill is 
awaiting action by Governor Pete 
Wilson, and if signed, would assist 
epidemiologists who need better 
HIV tracking while maintaining 
confidentiality for HIV patients. V

'Because he's a fag , and he likes me' 

Puckett accomplice talks

urder suspect Josh Puck¬ 
ett still hasn’t given his 
1 response on whether he’ll 
take a plea bargain in the case 
against him, but no one is waiting 
for that decision more intently 
than Mardy Kisner. 

Kisner, 24, confessed to police 
that he helped Puckett dispose of 
Vitaly “Steve” Poliakov’s body in a 
creek in Atascadero, in San Luis 
Obispo County, over Labor Day 
weekend last year. Kisner said he 
woke up after passing out after a 
night of too much booze and 
drugs to find Poliakov dead and 
so badly beaten that Kisner said 
he could not recognize him. He 
told police Puckett said he killed 
Poliakov “because he’s a fag, and 
he likes me.” 

But in a taped jailhouse inter¬ 
view with this reporter, Kisner 
says his confession was a lie. He 
says he was only telling police 
what he thought they wanted to 
hear because he says he was led to 
believe if he did, he would not 
face any charges in connection 
with the homicide. 

When asked during that inter¬ 
view if he believed Puckett’s story 
that he acted out of self-defense to 
prevent a sexual assault, Kisner 
said, “This is how I’ll put it: Look 
at how big Josh is and look at the 
size of Steve, and then you can 
come up with your own answer. 

“That’s all I have to say on that 
question, look at both of them to¬ 
gether and then you decide 
whether or not it would look like 
it would have to come to death to 
fend off somebody like that.” 


Prosecutors say the 29-year- 
old Poliakov was around 5’9” and 
weighed 130 pounds. Puckett, 18, 
is a bodybuilder who is a little 
over six feet tall. 

Kisner also raises doubts on 
Puckett’s story that he was passed 
out on alcohol and drugs at the 
time of Poliakov’s alleged sexual 
assault. “One thing I noticed is 
that Josh was pretending to 
drink,” Kisner said, “but he was 
drinking water. 

“I guess he was trying to pre¬ 
tend to Steve that he was really 
fucked up.” 

The drugs Puckett says he was 
taking at the time of the attack 
were cocaine and methampheta- 
mines, or speed. Kisner said, 
“When I do speed or coke, I don’t 
get weakened.” 

Puckett maintains he’s not gay 
or bisexual and woke up to find 
Poliakov unbuttoning his pants at 
a home in Orinda, in Contra 
Costa County. He said he never 
meant to kill Poliakov, but was 
simply acting in self-defense to 
protect himself from a series of 
aggressive approaches that early 
morning which he characterizes 
as sexual assault. Puckett says he 
hit Poliakov with the first thing he 
could find, a cider bottle, to get 
Poliakov away from him. He said 
he continued to hit Poliakov with 
the bottle after Poliakov contin¬ 
ued to make advances towards 
him. Puckett said at one point, 
Poliakov was on top of him and 
had his hand over his mouth. But 
investigators say they have blood 
splatter evidence that indicates 
the fatal blow to Poliakov likely 
came from behind while Poliakov 
was lying face down. 


Although Puckett, who less 
than a month before the killing 
had modeled for the cover of the 
national gay youth magazine, XY, 
maintains he’s heterosexual, 
Kisner says he doesn’t believe that. 
“I know he’s bisexual,” he said. 

Kisner added that Puckett was 
in a “really bad mood” on the 
night of the killing. 

Puckett’s first murder trial 
ended in mistrial in June in Con¬ 
tra Costa County Superior Court. 
Kisner was not put on the prose¬ 
cution’s witness list. Apparently, 
prosecutors were concerned that 
Kisner’s credibility would be torn 
apart during cross-examination 
because he told police several con¬ 
flicting versions of what hap¬ 
pened after the killing in his ini¬ 
tial questioning. 

Kisner faces a charge of being 
an accomplice after the fact to Po¬ 
liakov’s homicide, and a charge of 
burglary. Police say he and Puck¬ 
ett burglarized a house in the up¬ 
scale East Bay city of Orinda two 
days before the killing. That home 
is in the same vicinity of the 
house where the homicide took 
place. 

Meanwhile, prosecutors have 
all but given up on the murder 
charge against Puckett. He has 
been offered a plea bargain of 13 
years, eight months. Because 
Puckett has a prior strike for an 
armed robbery conviction, he 
could get more time on an invol¬ 
untary manslaughter conviction 
alone. 

If Puckett wants to take the 
plea bargain, he’ll have to give his 
response soon. His second mur¬ 
der trial is scheduled to begin this 
Monday, September 14. T 


At least one to stand trial for 
murder of gay man in Ukiah

11 endocino County Judge 
Cindee Mayfield, on Tues- 
I i day September 8, with¬ 
drew murder charges against one 
suspect in the May 2 killing of 
Louis Pearson near Ukiah, and or¬ 
dered a second man to stand trial 
for murder of the 44-year-old 
Aptos man. At press time, a third 
suspect was still awaiting a prelim¬ 
inary hearing to determine 
whether or not to he would face a 
murder trial. 

At a preliminary hearing for 
suspects Keith Pruitt, 25, and Rick 
Fernandez, 24, Deputy District 


Attorney Dave Alavezos argued 
unsuccessfully that Pruitt, who al¬ 
legedly left the scene before the 
killing took place, should also 
stand trial. Alavezos said the crime 
that precipitated the killing, a rob¬ 
bery that allegedly also involved 
Pruitt, was still in progress when 
Pearson was killed. 

In a case that drew extensive 
media coverage after a local 
rancher discovered Pearson’s body 
at a dirt pull-over along rural Lake 
Ridge Drive, Pruitt, Fernandez, 
and Bear Wright (aka Chris 
McCoy), 18, were arrested and 
charged with robbery and mur¬ 
der. Although there was some in¬ 
dication that the killing may have 


been a hate crime, Mendocino 
County District Attorney Doug 
Pharr said a hate crime designa¬ 
tion would not affect sentencing 
in a murder trial. 

According to an autopsy re¬ 
port, Pearson was beaten to death. 
The report also said a four-inch 
stick, which had been shoved 
through Pearson’s nostrils, pene¬ 
trating his sinus cavity and brain, 
contributed to his death. Accord¬ 
ing to reports, Pearson had come 
north to attend a Billy Club gath¬ 
ering in adjacent Lake County. 
Billy Club is an organization for 
rural gay men primarily in Men¬ 
docino and Sonoma counties,

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Queer youth 
help each other

- Up wo San Francisco agencies 
are providing grassroots 
M leadership opportunities for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgen¬ 
der, queer, and questioning 
(LGBTQQ) youth to help other 
youth. 

LYRIC, the Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Cen¬ 
ter, is seeking volunteers for their 
Queer Youth Talkline and their 
Queer Youth Leadership Project; 
and Free Zone, a special HIV pre¬ 
vention collaboration, is seeking 
males, 13 to 18 who now attend 
or recently graduated from a San 
Francisco high school to help de¬ 
sign a unique media project. 

Free Zone for free pizza 

Free Zone has two opportuni¬ 
ties for gay, bisexual, queer, and 
questioning males, ages 13 to 18, 
who attend San Francisco 
schools. 

The program is looking for 
guys to be part of a focus group 
this Wednesday, September 16 to 
help design a new program. “If 
you are tired of having to hide 
who you are at school, come hang 
out, have coffee, watch movies 
and talk with other guys like you,” 
according to the flyer announcing 
the program. Those who share 
their experiences will get free 
pizza and $15 for two hours of 
their time, as they help make San 
Francisco schools safer for queer 
youth. 

“We want to give young teen 
men a place where they can ex¬ 
plore themselves,” said Shivaun 
Nestor with the Wedge Program, 
a collaborator on Free Zone. 

Nestor emphasized that the 
program will offer guys a chance 
to talk about important and per¬ 
sonal issues without the pressure 
of having to label themselves or 
confront the pressures of HIV 
risk upfront. 

The program will be held at a 
site outside of the Castro, so par¬ 
ticipants can avoid the concerns 
associated with a friend of family 
member possibly seeing them in 
a location identified with HIV or 
being gay. 

Free Zone is a unique HIV pre¬ 
vention media project that exclu¬ 
sively targets gay, bisexual, queer, 
questioning male youth who at¬ 
tend San Francisco schools. 

It is a collaboration of the 
Wedge Program, the San Francis¬ 
co Unified School Districts Ally 
Program that reaches over 7,000 
sexual minority youth annually; 
LYRIC; and AQU 25 A (Asian and 
Pacific Islander Queer Youth 
Under 25 Altogether). 

Talk about Leadership at 
LYRIC! 

LYRIC’s Queer Youth Leader¬ 
ship Project will also kick off an 
opportunity for gay youth to get 
together to “fight for justice, build 
your community, and raise hell” 
this month. 

Specifically, LYRIC is seeking 
LGBTQQ youth under 24 who 
“want to strengthen their in¬ 
volvement in the community, 



meet other queer activists, fight 
the power, have fun, and get 
funky” to create “queer-friendly 
schools,” according to a flyer. 

There will be 12 weeks of 
training for participants starting 
September 25 and continuing 
through December 17, every 
Thursday from 6-9 p.m. 

LYRIC is also seeking young 
volunteers for its Talkline pro¬ 
gram. The peer counseling line 
gives LGBTQQ youth an oppor¬ 
tunity to talk to people just like 
themselves about a variety of is¬ 
sues including social concerns, 
getting kicked out of the house, 
coming out, drugs, unsafe sex, or 
anything else. 

“It’s about queer youth sup¬ 
porting queer youth,” said Anne 
Tamar-Mattis with LYRIC. She 
emphasized that many of the 
callers feel a profound sense of 
isolation, and the line “shows 
youth there are some options.” 


Youth from the nine counties 
in the Bay Area made nearly 
15,000 calls to the line last year, 
and LYRIC will expand the line 
statewide in the fall using private 
donations. 

However, the most important 
donation is time from LGBTQQ 
youth who are willing to listen to 
other youth who just need to talk. 

“We recruit,” said Tamar-Mat¬ 
tis. “Twice a year.” 

No experience is required, but 
there will be a 48-hour training 
over six weeks that will teach vol¬ 
unteers everything they need to 
know. T

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Don’t give in to apathy 


f ike everyone else, we found out 
Wednesday that Ken Starr has sent his 
11 report charging up the Hill. 

This is the longest blowjob in the histo¬ 
ry of the world. The lawmakers in Wash¬ 
ington (and Sacramento: cf. Dan Lungren’s 
new ads) have not gotten the message from 
the American people that we want The 
Monica and Bill Show to end; now Democ¬ 
rats are lining up to denounce the consen¬ 
sual sex act in a way few of them have ever 
spoken about sexual harassment; faux- De¬ 
mocrats like West Virginias Bob Byrd are 
proving they are really foe Democrats; and 
of course Republicans continue to be (in a 
famous Republican phrase) “nattering 
nabobs of negativism.” 

The worst part about this whole situa¬ 
tion is that there are real reasons to criticize 
Bill Clinton, but those matters go unad¬ 
dressed while everyone speculates on cigars 
and semen stains. Here’s a smattering of 
what we mean: as the gap between rich and 
poor widens; as “welfare reform” becomes a 
conveyor belt moving indentured workers 
into untenable jobs at starvation wages for 
politically powerful corporations; as corpo¬ 
rations move closer to becoming nations in 
all but name, courtesy of the Multilateral 
Agreement on Investment (which would 
strip cities like ours of the right to pass 
equal benefits measures like ours, as the 
B.A.R. reported five months ago); as health¬ 
care crumbles; as educational funding be¬ 
comes so meager that schools are unable to 
occupy the minds of their increasingly vio¬ 
lent students; and as trait-based persecu¬ 
tions escalating though every stratum of so¬ 
ciety, Bill Clinton has a lot to explain. But 
with the emphasis on Monica’s role as trav¬ 
eling humidor, nobody’s asking the ques¬ 
tions with the most important answers. 

Perhaps there’s a correlation: maybe the 
Democrats would rather have Bill face 
scrutiny of something really silly than face 
the kind of scrutiny they deserve. Certainly 
they don’t want to have to explain why they 
have abrogated their role as party of the or¬ 
dinary Joe and Jane. It could be argued that 
the party climbed into bed with The Privi¬ 
leged to pay off the national debt — a 


macrocosm of most acts of prostitution, 
which don’t necessarily make it bad — but 
now that the debt’s paid it is time the De¬ 
mocrats got up and out of that bed. Sure it’s 
cozy and warm there, but there are starving 
children (literally and figuratively) 
at home, and if the Democrats 
aren’t going to care about those 
unforfunates, they have a party 
without a purpose. 

But then there’s the Republi¬ 
can party, in thrall to the forces of 
the religious right and directly responsi¬ 
ble for the diminishment of our 
government’s prestige. We 
know Republican strategists 
hope to feed voter dissatisfac¬ 
tion to keep all but the most 
vicious extremists home on Election Day, 
which is cynical and awful — as they say in 
New York, “So what else is new?” — and so 
we naturally want to thwart that attempt. 
The problem is that Democrats’ sex-nega¬ 
tivity helps to fuel our apathy by making us 
wonder if there is a dime’s worth of differ¬ 
ence between the two parties. 


(Then we look at the Christian Coali¬ 
tion’s voters guide, showing a huge differ¬ 
ence; who would have imagined Pat Robert¬ 
son’s “informational” guide would really 
turn out to be so informative?) 

Ultimately it is crucial for our commu¬ 
nity to take voting seriously on Elec¬ 
tion Day, no matter how trivial the 
political process may seem by No¬ 
vember. Support gay-friendly candi¬ 
dates, even those outside your imme¬ 
diate district. Contact the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Victory Fund at (202) VICTO- 
^ RY (842-8679) to see how you 
can help the group that helped 
Tammy Baldwin win her De¬ 
mocratic primary in Wiscon¬ 
sin Tuesday. (Remember, that’s 
Reggie White’s area, so the presence of a 
highly accomplished lesbian like Baldwin in 
the legislature is obviously needed.) 

It would be a waste of everyone’s politi¬ 
cal capital if Ken Starr, whom nobody elect¬ 
ed, were to skew the next election. 

Unfortunately, skewing, unlike screwing, is 
still considered acceptable in Washington. ▼ 




Boycott United

nited Airlines came out from behind 
the skirts of the Airline Transport 
Association on Friday, August 28, fil¬ 
ing suit to block San Francisco’s landmark 
equal benefits ordinance. They’re now in 
bed with Pat Robertson’s American Center 
for Law and Justice, in actively seeking to 
overturn domestic partner benefits. 

The 1996 passage of the ordinance 
transformed what was once a slow and 
random drizzle of companies initiating 
equal benefit plans, into what is now a 
steady torrent. Only 500 companies na¬ 
tionwide offered domestic partner benefits 
two years ago. Now, over 3,000 companies 
are in compliance. Just in the last two 
weeks, financial services giant Merrill 
Lynch and San Francisco Airport tenant 
Thrifty Car Rental decided to offer equal 
benefits. 

The list of companies offering equal 
benefits includes leaders in nearly every in¬ 
dustry: Chevron, Microsoft, PG8cE, Bank 
of America, Disney, Nike, Mattel, Kodak, 
Glaxo, Kaiser, HBO, Levi’s, IBM, American 
Express, the 49ers, Catholic Charities. 

Airlines are the glaring exception. Unit¬ 
ed Airlines leads the airline industry in 
denying equal benefits - and hypocrisy: it 
markets heavily to our community but 
treats its own lesbian and gay community 
as second-class citizens, undeserving of 
equality in the workplace. 

A study by Martha McDonald pub¬ 
lished in Business & Health shows that 
spousal benefits, when added to an em¬ 
ployee’s compensation package, makes up 
more than 40 percent of the total compen¬ 
sation. United is not only comfortable with 


this bias, they are now suing to reverse the 
law that mandates workplace equality. 

We can - and we must - persuade Unit¬ 
ed Airlines to end its homophobia. The les¬ 
bian and gay community is a significant 
market for airlines. This market, according 
to an article by Rose Farley in the Dallas 
Observer, bought over $140 million in rev¬ 
enue to American Airlines in 1997. By 
choosing to fly other airlines, we send a 
clear message that we will not tolerate dis¬ 
crimination. 

Winning the battle with United is 
critical to making equal benefits for 
domestic partners part of every 
compensation plan. Success with 
corporate America can mitigate 
against the losses our community 
has incurred in many cities and 
states, and it can counter the na¬ 
tional efforts to deny us 
our basic civil rights. 

When a large company 
grants domestic partner 
benefits, it helps lesbian and gay employ¬ 
ees all over the country. 

Boycotts require sacrifices. Achieving 
equality requires sacrifices. Many of us 
here in San Francisco are living off the 
legacy of others; apathetically enjoying the 
legal and social freedoms which were only 
mere dreams to those who worked and 
died for their passage. If we do not carry 
on the struggle, we will not only fail to 
achieve full equality, but we will lose 
ground on the few rights we now have. 

What must be done? 

• Stop flying United. 

• Write Gerald Greenwald, CEO of 
United, at Box 66100, Chicago Illinois 
60666, and demand equal benefits for 
United employees and an end to United’s 
lawsuit against San Francisco. 


• Call United’s reservation line, 1-800- 
241-6522, at least once a day, and tell the 
agent that you will not fly United until they 
cease discriminating against their employ¬ 
ees and United ends its lawsuit. 

• Call the Names Project at 882-5500 
and demand that they stop using the quilt 
as a cover for United’s homophobia. People 
who have died of AIDS should not be used 
to endorse discrimination. 

• Call the Human Rights Campaign at 
(202) 628-8674, and demand that the HRC 
endorse a national boycott of United Air¬ 
lines. 

• Join us this Saturday, September 12 at 

__ 11 a.m. at United’s ticket office (at 

124 Geary, at Stockton) to protest 
their decision to sue San Francis¬ 
co. For more information, call 
821-2217, ext. 2. We must orga¬ 
nize in support of the 
equal benefits ordinance. 

United is watching. 
They made the decision 
to sue San Francisco to overturn this ordi¬ 
nance because they believe that the lesbian 
and gay community is too apathetic and 
too lazy to fight back. United does not be¬ 
lieve that they will suffer any negative eco¬ 
nomic consequences from continuing to 
discriminate against their employees, the 
children of their employees and partners 
of their employees. 

United has challenged our community 
and we must not wait to see how every¬ 
thing ends up in some obscure courtroom. 
We have the power to change United’s 
policies on our streets, in our communities 
across the country. Our power is in our be¬ 
lief that we deserve equality in the work¬ 
place. If United wins its suit against San 
Francisco, then it was us who failed each 
other.

Kuehl school rules 

I am disappointed by the Bay Area Reporters arti¬ 
cle on AB 499 - Equity in Education [“Sacramento 
Round-up," August 27]. It was never our intent to pro¬ 
vide explicit protections for gay and lesbian students 
in this piece of legislation. In 1997,1 introduced AB 
101, which would have prohibited discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orientation in California schools. I 
also introduced AB 499, which strengthens the 
process and the remedies available to students who 
have been the victims of discrimination. AB 499 never 
explicitly protected gay and lesbian students, nor was 
it intended to. That work was contained in AB 101 - 
The Dignity for All Students Act. 

While the Dignity for All Students Act failed pas¬ 
sage on the Assembly floor this session, I will bring it 
back each session until it is signed into law. I will 
never compromise on the need to protect gay and les¬ 
bian students from discrimination in public schools. 

Although AB 499 has been narrowed, I still believe 
it is a significant piece of legislation and far from the 
“half loaf” of M.R. Richards’s article. AB 499 brings 
all the current protections for students against dis¬ 
crimination and hate crimes into one chapter of the 
Education Code, so it is easier for students to know 
their rights. It also ensures a timelier response to stu¬ 
dent’s complaints of discrimination, by establishing 
statutory deadlines. These deadlines ensure that 
schools will have to respond to complaints rather 
than waiting it out until the student transfers or gives 
up. The bill also allows immediate civil action 
for injunctive relief enforcing the provi- 
| sions of the Equity in Education Act. This 
allows the courts to step in and prevent 
discrimination from continuing rather 
than waiting to remedy the discrimina¬ 
tion after the fact. While I would have 
liked to increase funding for gender 
fairness reviews in the schools and pro¬ 
vide more opportunities for funding 
the Hate Violence Prevention Act, the 
core of AB 499 has always been strengthening the 
process and remedies for students who have been the 
victims of discrimination and that remains intact in 
the bill.

Needles omission 

I find it odd that your paper is not covering the re¬ 
cent struggle to get hospital employers to buy safer 
needle devices to prevent needlestick injuries - and 
disease transmission - to healthcare workers. Last 
week, Assemblywoman Carole Migden’s bill to re¬ 
quire healthcare employers to provide needles with 
safety features to their workers passed the California 
Legislature, with several Republicans joining the De¬ 
mocratic majority. This is the first legislative body in 
the world to mandate the use of safer medical devices. 

Although the risk of acquiring HIV/AIDS through 
a needlestick injury is relatively low, it does happen. 
The risk of acquiring hepatitis B and hepatitis C is 
much higher - and that happens as well. Regardless if 
disease is transmitted, a needlestick injury forces a 
healthcare worker to go through follow-up testing 
lasting up to one year, with potentially severe physical 
side effects (if prophylactic medication is used). And 
there is the issue of one’s mental health to consider. 

I became involved in this issue when I became ac¬ 
quainted with two female healthcare workers at San 
Francisco General Hospital and Kaiser Permanente 
Medical Center in San Francisco who had sero-con- 
verted to HIV-positive from needlesticks incurred 
while working on their respective inpatient AIDS 
units. Both hospitals at that time - in the late 1980s 
and early 1990s - were refusing to buy needles with 
safety features. Both of those facilities learned a lesson 
from those “accidents.” Unfortunately, other health¬ 
care facilities continue to resist change. 

Since I am a HIV and hepatitis B carrier, I am con¬ 
cerned about possible transmission of my infections 
to healthcare workers who are assisting me. Whenev¬ 
er my blood is drawn or I am being given an injec¬ 
tion, I always ask if needles with safety features are 
being used. Over the years, the answer has become, 
increasingly, yes. But many healthcare workers tell me 
their employer is too cheap or too indifferent to buy 
these devices. Some healthcare workers have never 
been told that such devices exist and are in use in 
many different places (except, of course, in the very 
facility where they put their life on the line for me and 
everyone else). 

I would like to think that the readership of the Bay 
Area Reporter and the staff of your paper support the 
use of safer needle devices, wherever feasible. 

Therefore I would like to encourage you and oth¬ 
ers to request safer needles when you go to a clinic or 
hospital, and urge Governor Wilson to sign Carole 
Migden’s bill to prevent the single greatest cause of 
blood-borne infections to healthcare workers - a dev¬ 
astating needlestick.

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Bill overdue for settling?

i' A % onnecticut Democratic 
Senator Joseph Lieber- 
man, a personal friend of 
President Bill Clinton for 25 
years and a former close political 
ally, gave a stinging rebuke of the 
president on the senate floor last 
week - calling Clinton “immoral” 
and deserving of strong public re¬ 
buke - and opening the political 
floodgates. Other senate members 
of the Democratic party like 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan (NY), 
Bob Kerrey (Nebraska) and Max 
Baucus (Montana) quickly 
jumped to endorse Lieberman’s 
denunciation of the president’s 
admitted affair with former White 
House intern Monica 
Lewinsky and his subse¬ 
quent lying about it. 

Since Lieberman’s ex¬ 
pression of opprobrium 
last week, a score of 
House Democrats, 
party leaders, and 
others impor¬ 
tant to Clin¬ 
ton’s political 
future have 
also piled on. 

This week, the Democratic gover¬ 
nor of Maryland, Parris Glenden- 
ing, disinvited Clinton to a long- 
planned political fundraiser in his 
state. In short, although the long- 
awaited grand jury report from the 
Republican-controlled indepen¬ 
dent counsel Kenneth Starr is 
not even public yet (the report 
should be released soon, likely 
within a week or so) it looks more 
and more likely that the president’s 
political fate may already have 
been sealed. In addition to those 
public statements from Democrats 
like Lieberman, Kerrey, Moynihan, 
and others, numerous other top 
level Democratic members of the 
House and Senate are known to be 
privately furious at the dishonest 
actions of Clinton; they have so far 
kept silent about the mess, but are 
said to be waiting only until the 
seamy details of the Clinton- 
Lewinsky sexual escapades that are 
surely detailed in the Starr report 
become public before publicly ex¬ 
pressing their bitterness and disap¬ 
pointment. 

Some of the more sordid details 
in Starr’s report have already 
leaked and are making the cocktail 
circuit - (all reportedly originating 
from Lewinsky’s famous mouth, as 
she ’fessed up big time and told 
Starr everything he wanted to 
hear) - including alleged oral sex 
in the Oval Office on Easter Sun¬ 
day immediately after the Presi¬ 
dent “grieved” with his family over 
the death of his good friend, Com¬ 
merce Secretary Ron Brown; and 
the already infamous cigar inci¬ 
dent. Even some of those still pub¬ 
licly supporting the president are 
warning Washington insiders that 
the stories that Lewinsky laid on 
the Starr grand jury make the in¬ 
famous Debbie Does Dallas porn 
flick look like something from a 
Sunday school picnic. 

One can only wonder what de¬ 
cent people like Senator Dianne 
Feinstein, Pat Schroeder, and 
even the president’s long-loyal 
aides like Dee Dee Myers and 
others will say when the details fi¬ 
nally become public. Can Clinton 
survive the many expected em¬ 
barrassing details and continue 
on in his presidency? Will the Re¬ 
publican-controlled Congress se¬ 
riously attempt to undo the 1996 
election? More importantly, will 
those congressional leaders and 
others of power within Clinton’s 
own Democratic party allow this 


guy to remain in office - particu¬ 
larly, if, as now expected, the De¬ 
mocrats lose 15 to 20 House seats 
and possibly five or six senate 
seats in November as a result of 
this? I don’t think so. 

(A longtime, respected Democ¬ 
ratic strategist told me this week he 
now expects the Republicans to 
pick up the five Senate seats need¬ 
ed to assure the GOP of a filibuster- 
proof majority of 60; that may be 
prevented if Barbara Boxer pre¬ 
vails over her anti-gay opponent 
Matt Fong in California, however. 

Few readers will likely agree 
with me (at the moment anyway), 
but I look for this entire mess to get 
so wretchedly seamy, so disgusting 
to the American people, so embar¬ 
rassing to Bill Clinton, his family, 
and his political party, 
that the guy will eventu¬ 
ally do the honorable 
thing, finally give the 
country a true apolo¬ 
gy, throw in the towel, 
and resign. I said, I ex¬ 
pect few readers will 
now agree with 
me, but I’d al¬ 
most be willing 
to bet that all of 
this finally be¬ 
comes even too much for Bill and 
Hillary Clinton to take, and Al 
Gore will very likely be the presi¬ 
dent within six months. 

As one of four Democratic 
lawyers lunching at Star’s said last 
week, “If the president leaves office, 
the Republicans lose an issue and 
the Democrats lose an albatross.” 

The tragedy, of course, is that 
many of us think Clinton has been 
a very good president - if only he 
could have kept his pants on 
around young women for the 
years he was serving in the White 
House - but, like most others, I 
can’t understand why a man who’s 
so damned bright in so many ways 
recklessly risked it all for sex.

A new television ad by GOP 
gubernatorial nominee Dan Lun- 
gren subtly takes aim at President 
Clinton’s credibility problems; the 
30-second spot centers on Lun- 
gren being “a leader we can trust” 
and with Lungren himself saying 
that “a leader has to be someone 
who leads by example “and 
adding that “character is doing 
what’s right when no one’s look¬ 
ing.” In another obvious reference 
to Clinton, Lungren says, “Com¬ 
promise does not surpass princi¬ 
ple with me, because if that oc¬ 
curs, you’re nothing but a hollow 
figure; from the White House to 
the schoolhouse, from parent to 
principal, that’s what we ought to 
be talking about.” 

Quentin Kopp will hold a 
town hall meeting on the troubled 
Muni and Mayor Willie Brown’s 
obvious inability to fix it; who 
says the retiring state senator has. 
given up all thought of running 
for mayor next year? 

When East Bay Assemblyman 
Don Perata gets elected to the 
9th state senate district in No¬ 
vember, it will force yet another 
special election to fill his current 
Assembly seat in February; look 
for Oakland’s lackluster outgoing 
mayor Elihu Harris to run for 
that Assembly post. 

Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden, Representative Nancy 
Pelosi, and Supervisors Mark 
Leno and Leslie Katz are co¬ 
chairing a fundraising benefit for 
Democratic congressional candi¬ 
date Christine Kehoe, a respect¬ 
ed lesbian city councilmember 
from San Diego who has an excel¬ 
lent change of unseating a Repub¬ 


lican House member in Novem¬ 
ber. (It’s September 24,6-8 p.m. at 
the home of Chuck Holmes and 
Nolan Losky, 2050 Jackson Street; 
$100 asked, but all support is wel¬ 
come; call 415-241-9913 for info.) 
Kehoe is one of the brightest po¬ 
litical stars in our community and 
deserves our support; donations 
can also be mailed to: Kehoe for 
Congress, 1010 University Ave., 
Box 1998, San Diego CA 92103. 

The San Francisco District At¬ 
torney’s Investigators Association 
last week joined D.A. Terence 
Hallinan and Chief Investigator 
Dan Addario in endorsing both 
Gray Davis for governor and Bill 
Lockyer for attorney general. 

A reader writes to ask if I think 
the gay Log Cabin Club Republi¬ 
cans will overlook the fact that 
GOP senate nominee Fong pub¬ 
licly says that homosexuals are 
’’sinners” and still endorse him 
over incumbent Boxer, who has a 
long career record of being strong¬ 
ly pro-gay. I expect that the Log 
Cabin group will turn the other 
cheek and endorse their fellow Re¬ 
publican Fong anyway (after all, 
Lob Cabin members in Texas just 
gave a special award to outgoing 
Representative Frank Riggs, who 
proposed the federal law stripping 
San Francisco of federal money 
because of our equal benefits or¬ 
dinance, so it seems obvious GOP 
orthodoxy is more important to 
that group than gay-friendliness) 
but we’ll have to wait and see. 

A bi-coastal primary? The state 
Legislature last week voted to 
move its presidential primary from 
June to the first Tuesday in March; 
if Governor Pete Wilson, as ex¬ 
pected, signs the legislation it will 
guarantee that California and New 
York state have their important 
presidential primaries the same 
week, creating a bi-coastal ‘Super 
Primary’ and coming out of the 
first-in-the-nation New Hamp¬ 
shire primary, candidates will be 
forced to immediately focus on 
California in early March. That 
should make our state’s primary 
more important to presidential 
hopefuls, who have Jn the past 
pretty much tied up the contest by 
the time California voters got to 
participate in the process. 

Super rocker Elton John will 
reportedly join Elizabeth Taylor, 
k.d. Iang,and Magic Johnson at

We walked to his house. I felt 
like I was going backstage. He’d 
painted his entire room black. 
Chris had been through a phase 
where he dressed as Boy George; 
he’d done a stint as Robert Smith 
of the Cure; that day, he was look¬ 
ing one hell of a lot like Siouxsie 
Sioux. Throughout each transfor¬ 
mation, he was unequivocally 
Chris. 

At that point, I was 14 and 
hadn’t even begun to come out, 
although I had a boyfriend. Chris 
sat me on the bed and said, “Pay 
attention.” He put the needle 
down on Bronski Beat’s “Small¬ 
town Boy” and watched my face 
change as I first heard Jimmy 
Somerville’s voice. “The love that 
you need will never be found at 
home,” Jimmy sang. My soul al¬ 
ready knew the song. 

Chris danced in the mirror. 
He’d taught the entire school to 
dance. The only problem was that 
our high school’s soundtrack was 
Hank Williams, Jr.; Chris’s sound¬ 
track was Depeche Mode. 

One of his signature expres¬ 
sions was, “I am not afraid.” That 
day, after being called “faggot” by 
dozens of screaming children, 
Chris positioned me in front of 
the mirror. He taught me to make 
wide circles with my arm. Three 
circles and a snap, he said. Snap 
on the word not. I am not (snap) 
afraid.” 

Later, Chris went to the school 
board office and filed a complaint 
that eventually got that bus driver 
fired. It was the sweetest 
vengeance a small town queer 
could imagine in the late 1980s. 

Ten years later, I’ve grown up 
into the raging queer that Chris 
envisioned. I take him with me 
wherever I go - his pointy black 
boots, chemically damaged hair, 
and middle finger. When all was 
said and done, Chris just wanted 
to walk home in peace. Now he 
lives in New York. 

Recently, I met a version of 
Chris in a butch girl’s body. She 
was in the bathroom at Lilith Fair, 
an all-day concert of music by 


women. The concert was infested 
with dykes and the boys who love 
them. Like Chris, she was just 
moving from point A to point B. 
Like Chris, she had a stubby mid¬ 
dle finger for anyone who got in 
her way. 

The line to the women’s room 
was a serpentine mob. The men’s 
room, as usual, was half-empty. 
Men took all of eight seconds each 
to drain the beer from their guts 
in a row of urinals, while some of 
the more pee-shy locked them¬ 
selves into stalls. 

The heat index that day was 
105, and I could let my sisters 
sweat no longer. I approached the 
line of women and said “The 
men’s room is free. I’ll stand 
guard outside the stalls if y’all 
want to use them.” It was the least 
I could do as an earthy dyke in a 
boy’s body. Some of the women 
just looked at me. But others, 
noticing the plastic barrettes in 
my hair, realized that I probably 
wasn’t a Hustler-reading hetero¬ 
sexual man looking for a cheap 
thrill. About five women accepted 
the invitation. 

As we were walking in, a few 
men catcalled, and most of the 
men at the urinals zipped up in 
record speed. More than likely, 
they feared the “six-inch average” 
mythology might be challenged. 

Just when I thought I’d done 
my part to create a little peace be¬ 
tween genders, a meteor came 
whizzing by, heading straight for 
the urinals. She was cussing like a 
dip-spitting hillbilly grandmoth¬ 
er and shoved at least four men 
out of her way. Her name was 
Kelly, and she was a 21 year-old 
dyke-in-progress with a baby face. 
In fact, she looked a bit like the 
drummer for Hanson. 

“Betcha can’t stand up and 
pee,” said one shirtless straight 
boy. 

“Yeah? How much?” Kelly fired 
back. Before you could say “Leslie 
Feinberg,” Kelly was collecting 
singles from dazed onlookers. 
After pocketing six folded dollar 
bills, she dropped her pants to the 
floor, straddled the urinal, and 
went about her business. She did¬ 
n’t spill a drop. 

“Where’d you learn to do 
that?” asked one of the gamblers. 

“My wife taught me,” Kelly bel¬ 
lowed in a basement baritone. 

I feared for Kelly in that mo¬ 
ment. Giving a room full of 
straight boys an opening like that 
can get you killed in some places. 
But she’s an authentic spirit, like 
Chris. The bravest of angels often 
travel with dignity as their only 
weapon.

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Are you the sum of 
your supplements?

ur primitive ancestors ate 

§§ their defeated enemies, it’s 

E' said, in order to absorb 
their bravery. Nowadays, we rarely 
get the chance to follow their ex¬ 
ample. But the “magical thinking” 
that lay behind it still flourishes, 
and nowhere more so than in the 
gay and lesbian community. As an 
example, take dietary supple¬ 
ments. 

Dietary supplements are 
things you eat or drink, over and 
above your regular food intake, 
that are supposed to improve 
your health or fitness in specific 
ways. If you’ve ever worked out in 
a gym, for example, you can’t have 
missed the shelves full of products 
that promise to increase your lean 
body mass. The main ingredient 
of most of these products is pro¬ 
tein, often hydrolyzed (broken 
down with enzymes or caustic 
chemicals). It seems 
to make sense, right? 

You want muscles, so 
eat protein, the main con¬ 
stituent of muscles. 

But you’re already taking in 
far more protein in your regular 
diet than your body 
knows what to do 
with. A half egg a day 
is sufficient for a 
healthy, non-pregnant 
adult to stay in protein 
balance indefinitely. When you 
take in extra protein, your body 
doesn’t make muscle out of the 
surplus. It makes fat, and excretes 
the nitrogen through your kid¬ 
neys. In other words, eating pro¬ 
tein supplements gives you more 
expensive piss than your friends, 
and if that’s something you con¬ 
sider worth paying for, then you 
and your money are soon parted. 

Sometimes manufacturers will 
try to sell you a specific protein 
for a particular tissue. For exam¬ 
ple, there are shampoos that con¬ 
tain hydrolyzed keratin, the main 
protein of hair. That’s idiotic, for 
three reasons. First, the amino 
acids produced by hydrolysis of 
keratin are the same as those pro¬ 
duced by the hydrolysis of any 
other protein. Second, these 
amino acids are not going to get 
down to the hair follicles, where 
new hair is made. And third, hair 
growth is not limited by the avail¬ 
ability of amino acids. 

Another kind of magical 



thinking attributes potency to 
anything that has a powerful taste 
or smell. Garlic is the perennial fa¬ 
vorite in this department. If it 
makes your breath stink and 
comes out your armpits it must 
be doing you 
good, right? 
Wrong! Garlic 
(whether raw or as pills or 
capsules) does absolutely noth¬ 
ing for you except ruin your re¬ 
lationships. Its most widely- 
touted benefit - lower¬ 
ing cholesterol - was 
recently tested in a 
double-blind con¬ 
trolled trial. Result: 
identical cholesterol 
levels in the subjects who took 
garlic and those who took a 
dummy pill. Predictably, industry 
representatives lined up on TV to 
explain how the researchers used 
the wrong form of garlic, enrolled 
an insufficient number of sub¬ 
jects, tested the wrong kind of 
cholesterol, and had evil intent 
toward the dietary-supplement 
industry. 

What really gets me upset, 
though, is the way the supplement 
industry uses AIDS, or the fear of 
AIDS, to sell products. “Immune 
boosters” line shelf after shelf in 
my local, gay-owned pharmacy. 
Sounds good, right? Boosting 
your immune system should help 
you ward off HIV infection, or 
prevent the onset of symptoms if 
you’re already infected? That’s 
what they want you to think, but 
they’re lying. None of these prod¬ 
ucts do what they’re claimed to 
do. In fact, “boosting the immune 
system” is a meaningless concept, 
based on a misunderstanding of 
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the nature of AIDS. The disease is 
caused by a highly specific failure 
of one element in the immune 
system. Much of the immune sys¬ 
tem in people with AIDS is nor¬ 
mal or even hyperactive - witness 
the frequency of allergic drug re¬ 
actions in people with AIDS. The 
idea that you’re going to help 
yourself fight off HIV by drinking 
“immune fitness tea” or anything 
else is ludicrous. Spend your 
money on regular healthy food 
and, if you have AIDS, take your 
prescribed medications religious¬ 
ly- 

Finally, there’s a very primitive 
type of magical thinking, accord¬ 
ing to which things and their op¬ 
posites are closely related. This is 
the basis of a whole field of char¬ 
latanry called homeopathic “med¬ 
icine.” Homeopaths will tell you 
that the best cure for a condition 
is a. substance that actually causes 
that same condition! No one has 
milked that kind of thinking more 
effectively than the manufacturers 
of “weight-loss” drinks and pre¬ 
pared meals. To help you lose 
weight, they actually sell you food, 
the very thing that is harming 
you! The fact that people fall for 
this on a multi-billion-dollar scale 
says something about the survival 
of irrational thought processes in 
our “enlightened” culture. 

The U.S. government has abdi¬ 
cated its responsibility to regulate 
dietary supplements or to review 
the advertising claims that promote 
them. So nothing stands between 
you and a complete rip-off except 
this fearless columnist and your 


own common 


sense. Use it! ▼

j^ie transgender community 
- aided by the political 
gains of lesbians and gay 
men - “appears to be gaining ac¬ 
ceptance as a bona fide minority 
group,” writes Steve Johnson in 
the September 1 San Jose Mercury 
News: “A small but growing num¬ 
ber of cities grant them special 
protections; some employers 
take pains to treat them sensi¬ 
tively; and the media has given 
them increasing visibili¬ 
ty.” But Johnson estab¬ 
lishes that transgender 
persons’ struggles are 
far from over, in a 
lengthy examination of 
the social and legal 
challenges they face. 

“They are routinely de¬ 
nied access to bath¬ 
rooms and other public accom¬ 
modations, according to a case 
before the California Supreme 
Court;” he reports. “Many com¬ 
plain that they are targets of hate 
crimes.” Transgender rights “also 
are problematic for some gays and 
lesbians,” Johnson states. 

The article, which illustrates its 
points through having transgen¬ 
der persons tell their stories, is 
thoroughly reported and provides 
a survey of transgender life both in 
broad-stroke and in some depth.

Wisdom for mom of gay son 

Knight-Ridder and Miami 
Herald columnist Leonard Pitts Jr. 
devotes his August 29 column to 
responding to a North Carolina 
mother of a gay son. She had 
written complaining that 
Pitts’s recent criticism 
of extremists’ “recruit 
and cure” ad campaign 
made it “easier for my 
son to convince him¬ 
self even more (that) 
he is gay. My son is a 
very confused young 
man who has allowed 
Satan to rule his life 
right now.” 

Pitts’s reply: “It sounds like you 
did a great job of raising him. I 
imagine that you kissed a lot of 
skinned knees and tended more 
than one fever - and loved him 
helplessly. Now there’s this. And 
you’re frightened. But you know 
what? Your son probably is too. I 
don’t know about ‘confused,’ 
though. Indeed, this might be the 
first time in his life that he isn’t con¬ 
fused.” Pitts writes that although 
scientists have reached no conclu¬ 
sive verdict on the origins of homo¬ 
sexuality, “I don’t recall ‘choosing’ to 
be heterosexual. Do you?” 

Addressing the mother’s con¬ 
cerns about her son’s religious sta¬ 
tus, he writes, “So many people 


claim to know the mind of God, 
but the funny thing is, everyone 
who invokes His name seems to be 
thinking of something different.” 
He concludes, “We choose the 
God we need, Mother. If I were 
you, I’d choose the one that al¬ 
lowed me to meet my child where 
he is and love him helplessly, still.” 

Pitts’s column is a slice of com¬ 
passion that rinses away a moth¬ 
er’s seeming homophobia to dis¬ 
close the fear underneath - then 
suggests a way of thinking and 
being that might help all parents 
accept their children’s sexual ori¬ 
entations. 

Please thank Pitts for words of 
sentience and eloquence - and 
common sense - which blaze a 
path by which troubled parents 
also may find their way to under¬ 
standing and accepting their chil¬ 
dren’s sexual orientations and 
identities. Also, thank the Miami 
Herald for running Pitts’s column.

Worshipping the right to marry 

Interfaith service in support of same-gender marriage

L eaders from many faiths will 
unite in a religious service 
this Tuesday, September 15 
at 7 p.m. in support of lesbian and 
gay couples who are denied the 
civil right of marriage. 

Over the past four months, 
150 Northern California clergy 
have risked losing their clerical 
status by signing a public petition 
stating that they “have officiated 
or would be willing to officiate at 
the religious marriage of a same- 
gender couple,” according to press 
materials provided by the All Our 
Families Coalition (AOFC), spon¬ 
sor of the interfaith service. 

Many of the clergy who have 
signed this document will join to¬ 
gether as part of the Interfaith Cler¬ 
gy Caucus (ICC) of AOFC to pub¬ 
licly reaffirm their commitment to 
same-gender marriage during the 
event at the First Unitarian Univer- 
salist Church of San Francisco, 
1187 Franklin Street at Geary. 

“I had no idea that privately so 
many clergy from so many de¬ 
nominations had feelings that 
what their churches were doing 
was wrong,” said Cheryl Deaner, 
executive director of AOFC. 

The host committee for the 
event includes the Reverend Mar¬ 
got Campbell-Gross, Unitarian 
Universalist Church; Rabbi Jane 
Litman, Congregation Sha’ar 
Zahav; and the Reverend Penny 
Nixon, Metropolitan Community 


Church - San Francisco. 

“I am excited that it is an inter¬ 
faith effort comprising clergy from 
different backgrounds,” said Lit¬ 
man. “I think we will have a spiritu¬ 
al atmosphere in which we can con¬ 
firm the choices people make for 
their lives and call God’s blessing.” 

Clergy from many churches and 
synagogues in the Bay Area have 
been invited, and leaders of the Bud¬ 
dhist faith will also be in attendance. 

Michael Hiller, an associate 
pastor at Saint Frances Lutheran 
Church in San Francisco, found¬ 
ed in the late 1800s, will be in at¬ 
tendance at the ICC event. He has 
a dual perspective shaped by both 
his role officiating a number of 
same-gender marriages and the 
experience of his own marriage in 
the church four years ago to his 
husband, Arthur Morris, after 
three years in the relatinship. 

“I think Arthur and I got a real 
understanding that we are really 
committed to each other for the 
rest of our lives,” said Hiller, ex¬ 
plaining that a formal marriage 
allows couples to look at the com¬ 
mitment they are about to make. 

Hiller recently officiated a cere¬ 
mony for two men who traveled 
from Cleveland because they did 
not feel they could find the same ac¬ 
commodation there; he counseled 
the couple by phone and e-mail in 
the months before their ceremony. 

He sees many important op¬ 
portunities for those who seek to 
get married in a church ceremo¬ 
ny: making a specific public pro-

nouncement, the chance to ask for 
the support of families and 
friends, the prayers and blessings 
of the church, and a way to denote 
a union as substantially different 
from other relationships an indi¬ 
vidual may have had. 

Hiller acknowledged an ongo¬ 
ing debate in the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender (LGBT) com¬ 
munity about adopting what many 
consider a traditional heterosexual 
model of relationships. “There’s no 
real clear consensus in the gay 
community about whether this is 


something people really want.” 

Litman also understands this 
concern.“[Mainstream] marriage 
can no longer be a patriarchal in¬ 
stitution that discriminates 
against single people,” she said, 
adding that the LGBT communi¬ 
ty must rewrite institutions that 
have been oppressive. 

Deaner also noted that a group 
opposed to same-gender marriage 
is attempting to gather enough 
signatures to place a proposal on 
the California ballot in 2000 that 
would essentially outlaw granting 
or recognizing these unions - the 
so-called California DOMA (bor¬ 
rowing from the federal DOMA, 
the Defense of Marriage Act). 

“If there is going to be a fight 
over California DOMA, we want 
400-500 clergy ready to go,” said 
Deaner, adding that the threat of the 
proposed ballot proposition exacts 
“a great daily toll on queer families.” 

The ICC will host two other 
events in addition to the service: 
family day on October 11, and a 
panel discussion on October 22, 
6:30 - 8:30 p.m. to consider the “af¬ 
fect of continued political, legal and 
moral attacks on same-gender fam¬ 
ilies in Alaska and Hawaii, as well as 
a Northern California response.” T

A leading telemarketing pro¬ 
ducer in a paging compa¬ 
ny’s Los Angeles-based Cal¬ 
ifornia division claims in a lawsuit 
he was denied promotion because 
he was “too gay,” and later fired 
when his employers found out 
that he was HIV-positive. In addi¬ 
tion, he claims the company, Pag¬ 
ing Network Inc., unlawfully and 
untruthfully told a potential fu¬ 
ture employer he had pilfered 
from one of its accounts. 

Plaintiff Paul Smith is seeking 
punitive damages against the Dal¬ 
las-based company, which has 
more than 10 million PageNet 
pagers in service in the United 
States and will do over $1 billion in 
business internationally this year. 

Smith, now 34, went to work 
for the company in December 
1993 as a telemarketer. He held 
the post of telemarketing supervi¬ 
sor when he was dismissed. In 
1994 he ranked third in the whole 
country for the most sales, earn¬ 
ing himself a place in the compa¬ 
ny’s “Circle of Excellence.” He was 
also named “Employee of the 
Quarter” in the same year. Out of 
2,000 salesmen he regularly fea¬ 
tured amongst the top 10; the City 
of Los Angeles was among the

larger accounts that he secured for 
the company. 

Smith says some employees in 
his office were evangelical Chris¬ 
tians, and it was common practice 
for meetings in the telemarketing 
department to start with prayers. 
He alleges that the company re¬ 
voked a promotion he had been 
offered, after it became well 
known among co-workers that he 
was gay. Indeed, he claims, he was 
told that he was “too gay,” and on 
one occasion a fellow employee 
attempted to “save him” while he 
was fixing himself some oatmeal 
in the company kitchen. 

Smith, who is HIV-positive, 
began taking medications in 1997 
that made him feel ill. After he 
had to take a week off work, he di¬ 
vulged his serostatus to Marketing 
Director Sue-Ellen Douglas - 
after which he claims he was sum¬ 
moned to the human resources 
office and told that he was being 
fired because he had been over¬ 
paid on one of his accounts. 

The form on which the over¬ 
payment was made was actually 
completed by Smith’s immediate 
superior, Paul Scott. The compa¬ 
ny claims Smith stole from the 
company, a charge he resolutely 
denies. Instead, he argues, his dis¬ 
missal resulted from a combina¬ 
tion of his HIV status and his 
being outwardly gay. 

‘Most egregious’ 

Smith says his troubles with 
Paging Network didn’t stop there, 
and that the company withheld 
his final wages and did not inform 
him of how to continue his health 
benefits. Later he applied for a job 
with AT&T and was told he “had 
the job” pending a positive em¬ 


ployment reference. The Human 
Resources Department at Paging 
Network allegedly told the repre¬ 
sentative from AT&T that Smith 
was “fired because he was stealing 
from the company.” Not too sur¬ 
prisingly, AT&T did not offer him 
the job. 

According to Smith’s lawyer, 
Christian Scali, “We have sued the 
company for several violations of 
the labor code, for defamation, 
and for intentional and negligent 
infliction of emotional distress.” 

The case will be heard in Los 
Angeles. Paging Network refutes 
the allegations, and has hired one 
of the leading employment defense 
firms in the country, Littler 
Mendelson, to defend it. Hugh 
Fagin, the company’s director of 
investor relations, confirmed that 
the company does not offer do¬ 
mestic partner benefits nationwide 
except in cities that mandate them. 

Citizens Against Discrimina¬ 
tion, a national civil rights orga¬ 
nization headed up by Charles 
Merrill, has called for an immedi¬ 
ate national boycott of Paging 
Network because of Smith’s dis¬ 
missal. “This is the most egregious 
example of gay discrimination by 
a major corporation I have ever 
witnessed. Let this boycott put Pa¬ 
geNet and other corporations on 
notice that they can no longer dis¬ 
criminate based on sexual orien¬ 
tation or physical disability. We 
will continue to strike until dis¬ 
crimination is eliminated,” Mer¬ 
rill said in a press release. 

Given the gay population’s 
fondness for pagers, a boycott 
could prove quite significant. Pag¬ 
ing Network could do without the 
suit and a national boycott: its 
stock has been struggling recently, 
falling to a 52-week low that is 
down 60 percent from its high for 
the year. Its product, PageNet, also 
faces severe competition from Air- 
Touch, GTE, and AT&T. ▼

You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


WhatJsCBIXJVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

there are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skjm or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN ? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
do c t or? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatenina 

problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness).

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

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Judge rejects Oakland medical 
marijuana club maneuver

iI U.S. District Court judge 
ruled August 31 that the 
Oakland City Council’s at¬ 
tempt to shield the staff of med¬ 
ical marijuana buyers clubs is not 
viable. The city had moved to de¬ 
clare buyers’ club staff as city offi¬ 
cers, because such deputies are 
immune from prosecution under 
laws against marijuana possession 
while carrying out their jobs. 

Despite the ruling, Oakland 
Cannabis Buyers’ Cooperative Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Jeff Jones stated 
that he is still recognized as a city 
officer, and that the club is “still 


operating under the assumption 
that we are immune from federal 
law because of that designation.” 

At the same time, Judge 
Charles Breyer also ruled against 
the federal government’s request 
to use U.S. Marshals to shut down 
the Oakland club. Jones hopes 
that the case against the club can 
be brought before a jury, at which 
point the club is likely to attempt 
a medical necessity defense. Jones 
noted that California voters were 
strongly in favor of Proposition 
215, which sanctioned the med¬ 
ical use of marijuana, and he be¬ 
lieves a jury will be sympathetic to 
the club and its clients. Breyer in¬ 
dicated that he is considering al¬ 


lowing such a trial. 

In related news, the California 
Senate adjourned on September 1 
without acting on a bill proposed by 
Senator John Vasconcellos (D-Santa 
Clara), SB 535, that would have pro¬ 
vided for medical marijuana re¬ 
search. Senate President John Bur¬ 
ton ended the session early due to an 
unrelated dispute before it was able 
to complete its pending business. 

The backers of SB 535 believe 
it had a good chance of passage, 
although Governor Pete Wilson 
probably would have vetoed it. 
The bill will be reintroduced next 
year, and both Dan Lungren and 
Gray Davis have indicated their 
support for the legislation. ▼

day, September 7, adding the 
group thinks McGarry now may 
be back in San Francisco. “This 
man was also going to procure 
weed for us and he took off with 
$4,000.” 

Bellefountaine said that while 
the group “is not in the habit” of 
going to the police, they may file 
a civil lawsuit against Abbott. He 
also acknowledged that ACT 
UP/San Francisco, a group that is 
relentless in its criticism of the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
because of issues concerning 
SFAF’s accountability or the lack 
of it regarding high salaries, ad¬ 
ministrative overhead, and ser¬ 
vices, has had to re-look at its own 
financial accountability proce¬ 
dures in light of the two alleged 
embezzlements. 

“These are learning processes 
for us. To some extent it’s our 
fault. We’ve really reviewed our 
security, and now if we have to 


send someone we always send two 
people with finances,” Bellefoun¬ 
taine told the B.A.R., adding the 
organization operates “on a shoe¬ 
string” budget. 

ACT UP/San Francisco is not 
affiliated with ACT UP/Golden 
Gate. 

Butt of jokes? 

Bellefountaine said ACT 
UP/San Francisco has just moved 
into a building that is accessible 
for patients in wheelchairs, on 
Market Street near the corner of 
Laguna, although the two thefts 
nearly derailed the move, he 
added. 

ACT UP/San Francisco’s pot 
operation is one of a dwindling 
number of medical marijuana es¬ 
tablishments in San Francisco 
since the May 25 closing of Den¬ 
nis Peron’s Cannabis Healing 
Center. Bellefountaine said the 
fate of the group’s 600 patients is a 
symptom of the larger issue of the 
city providing some way for peo¬ 
ple to have access to medical mar¬ 
ijuana. 


“We can’t fault ourselves for 
trusting our members. Our books 
are really public and the big issue 
is how patients will get pot and 
how clubs procure it and not get 
ripped off,” said Bellefountaine. 
“[Abbott] really stole from the 
dispensary, he really stole from 
the 600 clients. We trusted this 
guy,” he said. “We’ve contacted his 
parents and family.” He added 
that Abbott had been a member 
of the group for the last five years. 

Although he acknowledged 
ACT UP/SF is aware it is not high 
on the list of respected community 
organizations in the minds of 
many people, Bellefountaine em¬ 
phasized that the group has learned 
from the two alleged thefts. 

“We’re going after both of 
them,” he said. “We don’t mind 
being the butt of jokes if it prevents 
people from being ripped off.” 

And, Bellefountaine told the 
B.A.R.y he’s hopeful that Abbott 
will return the money. 

“If he needs help, we’d like to 
help him,” he said. “If he’s just a 
thief, we’d like our money back.” Y

Several study restrictions in¬ 
volve the use of other substances. 
Those who wish to take part in 
the study must have used mari¬ 
juana at least six times before in 
their lives, but not within the 30 
days prior to enrolling. In addi¬ 
tion, participants cannot have 
smoked tobacco for the previous 
30 days, be on methadone main¬ 
tenance, or be dependent on alco¬ 
hol or any street drugs. 

The current study will focus 
on metabolic interactions be¬ 
tween medicinal marijuana or 
Marinol and protease inhibitors. 
It will also attempt to gauge mar- 
ijauna’s effect on the immune sys¬ 
tem, as measured by changes in 
HIV viral load and various im¬ 


mune markers. Abrams’s team 
will also look at the short-term ef¬ 
fects of marijuana on appetite, 
food intake, energy expenditure, 
body composition, and wasting. 
However, the study is not intend¬ 
ed to determine the effectiveness 
of medicinal cannabis, since it will 
include too few people. “Although 
though the study is focused on 
safety,” said Abrams, “we will still 
be getting a lot of information 
about efficacy.” 

The federal government de¬ 
manded that a study first prove the 
safety of medical marijuana before 
examining its effectiveness, ac¬ 
cording to Abrams. Two earlier 
proposed effectiveness studies were 
disallowed; both the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health (NIH) and the 
Drug Enforcement Agency refused 
to allow access to government- 
grown cannabis, the only officially 


approved source of marijuana for 
research purposes. The current 
study is the first federally spon¬ 
sored study of marijuana in people 
with HIV/AIDS and is being fund¬ 
ed by a $1 million NIH grant. 

Participation in the study is a 
way to help advance the body of 
knowledge about medical mari¬ 
juana at a time when the drug is 
receiving a great deal of attention 
from the federal government as 
well as from local health depart¬ 
ments. People who participate, 
said Abrams, “are contributing to 
a really pioneering project.” V

Gay center’s board 
seeks public comments 
on revised design

% |P he new schematic design for 
San Francisco’s Lesbian, 
H Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Community Center is nearly 
completed, and the Community 
Center Project’s (CCP) board of 
directors is planning a series of 
community meetings to get more 
input from residents on both the 
exterior design and the functions 
proposed to be housed inside the 
yet-to-be constructed four-story 
center that will join the existing 
Fallon Building. The first presen¬ 
tation takes place this Wednesday, 
September 16 at the CCP board’s 
regular meeting, which will be 
held in the auditorium at City 
College’s administrative building 
in anticipation of a large crowd. 

Openly lesbian architect Jane 
Cee, who along with her collabo¬ 
rator Peter Pfau submitted the 
original winning drawing in a 
contest last year, said the new 
schematic design should alleviate 
fears of neighbors who live and 
work near the site at 1800 Market 
Street. The property also borders 
on Octavia and Waller streets. 

Cee told the Bay Area Reporter 
the major difference between the 
original and new designs is that 
“it’s lower by two stories.” The 
schematic design is about 50 per¬ 
cent complete, she added, which 
means there is still time to make 
any major changes the CCP board 
decides on after the community 
meetings. 

Dana Van Gorder, a CCP 
board member, explained that 
drawings of the community cen¬ 
ter will be on display in the 
Hormel Lesbian and Gay Center 
at the San Francisco Main Library, 
and at the Harvey Milk Memorial 
Library, between September 16- 
28. Hours of operation at the two 
libraries vary. Additional public 
meetings will take place Wednes¬ 
day, September 23 at 6 p.m. at the 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH), on the third floor at 101 
Grove Street, and on Saturday, 
September 26 at 10 a.m. at Horace 
Mann Middle School, located at 
3351 - 23rd Street between Valen¬ 
cia and Mission streets. The CCP 
board is also accepting written 
comments, Van Gorder said. 

“The focus is on public com¬ 
ment,” added Van Gorder. “We 
want to encourage people to take a 
look and resolve issues at this stage.” 

A report back to the commu¬ 
nity on the input that was re¬ 
ceived, and changes to be made to 
the design based on that feedback, 
will take place Thursday, October 
8 at 6 p.m. at the DPH. The re¬ 
vised design will be presented at a 
public meeting on Monday, No¬ 
vember 2 at 6 p.m. at the DPH. 

Planning stage 

Van Gorder noted that five 
years of community input and 
thought have gone into the devel- 
(^pment of the center. After last 
year’s controversy concerning the 
Fallon Building, the CCP board 
rescinded its decision to demolish 
the Queen Anne Victorian, which 
is now on track to become a his¬ 
torical landmark. As a result of 
those decisions, the space of the 
planned community center has

decreased to approximately 
40,500 square feet. 

“We’re still working with the 
same basic premise,” explained 
Cee, adding that a large open 
space is planned for the entry into 
the center, as well as a large audi¬ 
torium for performances and pro¬ 
grams that’s planned for the sec¬ 
ond floor. The controversial 
rooftop deck originally planned 
for atop the Victorian has been 
moved to the fourth floor of the 
proposed new building; that floor 
will also contain a ceremonial 
room, complete with a reception 
area and movable stage, according 
to the preliminary design. 

Cee said people should really 
like the proposed new design: by 
pulling back the facade, the Fallon 
Building will be visible to people 
traveling in each direction along 
Market Street. “I think the people 
who appreciate the Queen Anne 
will be very happy about it,” Cee 
said. 

In terms of other interior uses, 
the proposed design has child 
watch areas, lots of meeting 
spaces, and the commercial cafe 
and retail space on the ground 
floor. The CCP’s administrative 
offices are proposed to be housed 
on the second floor of the Fallon 
Building. The design for the third 
floor is almost exclusively meeting 
space areas of varying sizes, along 
with some office space. 

Van Gorder reiterated that 
construction is slated to begin one 
year from now, with the doors 
opening in late 2001. He also said 
that fundraising is on track; sever¬ 
al attorneys are hosting a legal 
community benefit for the CCP 
on Thursday, September 24 at 
Gump’s that interested people can 
attend. Donations are $50 per per¬ 
son or $35 each for law students 

Those expected to be on hand 
include Kate Kendell, executive 
director of the National Center 
for Lesbian Rights (NCLR); Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Terence Hallinan; 
City Attorney Louise Renne; and 
Therese M. Stewart, president¬ 
elect of the Bar Association of San

Earn $90-$120 
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AIDS pioneer dies 
in Swissair crash

r. Jonathan Mann, who was 
|| among those killed in the 
, crash of Swissair Flight 111 
in the Atlantic Ocean off Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 2, was known as a pioneer 
in the global fight against AIDS. 

Mann, 51, was dean of the 
School of Public Health at the Al¬ 
legheny University of the Health 
Sciences in Philadelphia. 

The United Nations said Mann 
and his wife Mary-Lou Clements- 
Mann were on their way to attend 
a series of World Health Organi¬ 
zation and UNAIDS meetings on 
AIDS in Geneva. 

Dr. Anthony Fauci, director of 
the National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases, told 
United Press International Mann’s 
death was a “major, major” loss to 
AIDS research. Fauci recalled that 
Mann was one of the first and 
most persistent loud voices in the 
1980s to call attention to the 
world that AIDS was a global epi¬ 
demic that was going to become a 
heterosexual disease. 

“He pointed out to the world 
and established the relationship 
between other sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases and AIDS transmis¬ 
sion,” Fauci said. 

From 1986 to 1990, Mann was 
founding director of the World 
Health Organization’s Global Pro¬ 
gram on AIDS, based in Geneva. 
Fauci said he “lit the fire for

WHO [regarding AIDS research] 
and shoved and encouraged and 
berated the rest of the world to 
pay attention.” 

From 1984 to 1986, he found¬ 
ed and directed the Project SIDA, 
an AIDS research project in Kin¬ 
shasa, Zaire, a collaborative pro¬ 
ject that involved the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDC), and the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health, the Institutes of 
Tropical Medicine in Antwerp, 
Belgium, and the Ministry of 
Health, Republic of Zaire. 

Based on that work in Zaire, 
Fauci said, Mann became one of 
the most effective proponents of 
the link between AIDS and 
human rights, observing in Africa 
that women, following cultural 


traditions, frequently were forced 
to have unprotected sex with hus¬ 
bands or lovers. 

As a result, his work served as a 
catalyst for the formation of many 
local community groups involved 
in the fight for human rights of 
women who would be exposed to 
the AIDS virus, because their lovers 
refuse to engage in protected sex. 

Before working in Zaire, Mann 
was a state epidemiologist and as¬ 
sistant director of the health de¬ 
partment in New Mexico. 

From 1975-77, he was an offi¬ 
cer with the Epidemic Intelligence 
Service with the CDC. 

In a statement, Dorothy 
Brown, the president of Alleghe¬ 
ny University, said Mann was “an 
internationally recognized public 
health expert and human rights 
advocate.” 

On January 1, he became the 
first dean of the university’s newly 
formed school of public health. 

Previously, he served as the 
first Francois-Xavier Bagnoud 
Professor of Health and Human 
Rights and Professor of Epidemi¬ 
ology and International Health at 
the Harvard School of Public 
Health. 

Mann founded and directed 
the Francois-Xavier Bagnoud 
Center for Health and Human 
Rights, the first academic institu¬ 
tion devoted to the “inextricable 
connection between human 
rights and health,” Brown said. 

Mann is survived by three chil¬ 
dren and his mother. ▼ 


Senate meets FDA nominee

D r. Jane F. Henney went be¬ 
fore the Senate Labor and 
Human Resources Com¬ 
mittee on Wednesday, September 
2 in a confirmation hearing to be 
commissioner of the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA). It 
regulates products purchased by 
nearly a quarter of every Ameri¬ 
can consumer dollar. The four- 
hour session was largely friendly. 

She pledged to speed up the 
drug approval process under the 
1997 FDA Modernization Act. 
Some senators pushed her with 
questions about approval of RU- 
486, the so-called “morning after” 
abortion pill that long has been 
available in Europe but not*the 
United States. She artfully avoid¬ 
ed taking a stand on the issue but 
did note that federal law requires 
the FDA to evaluate a drug “for 
the safety and efficacy for its in¬ 
tended use.” 

Henney, 51, is a cancer special¬ 
ist who worked at the National 
Cancer Institute, and from 1992 
to 1994 was the FDA’s deputy 
commissioner for operations. She 
played a leading role in drafting 
the Prescription Drug User Fee 
Act (PDUFA), which streamlined 
and sped up the FDA’s approval of 
drugs. She is currently vice presi¬ 
dent of the University of New 
Mexico Health Sciences Center. 

She would succeed David 
Kessler, the activist and contro¬ 
versial commissioner who left the 
agency more than 18 months ago, 
in February 1997, after a seven- 
year tenure. President Clinton 
nominated Henney in June of this 


year. 

“Given how long the position 
has been vacant, at this time when 
so little [in] government is mov¬ 
ing forward, we are thankful that 
this is,” said Cornelius Baker, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the National 
Association of People With AIDS 
(NAPWA). 

“We think that she looks like a 
good quality candidate,” said 
Spencer Cox with the Treatment 
Action Group (TAG) in New 
York. “She knows how the FDA 
works and she seems to be com¬ 
mitted to the public health.” 

Martin Delaney, founding di¬ 
rector of San Francisco-based 
Project Inform, echoed that senti¬ 
ment. “She is an inside choice,” he 
noted, “and that is not always a 
bad thing.” 

Depends on Kennedy? 

“A lot of the issues that con¬ 
cern people with AIDS in the FDA 
are in relatively good shape,” De¬ 
laney said. “On balance the FDA 
has moved pretty expeditiously

: port group designed to meet 
'll: the needs of HIV-positive 
women in San Francisco will begin 
this Wednesday, September 16. 

The weekly group will meet 
from 10:30 a.m. to noon at the 
Center for Special Problems 
(CSP),1700 Jackson Street (be¬ 
tween Van Ness Avenue and 
Franklin Street). CSP, an agency of 
the San Francisco Department of 
Pubic Health, provides a variety of 
services including mental health 
case management for indviduals 
with HIV/AIDS. 


Nan O’Conner, a licensed clin¬ 
ical social worker who has been 
working with HIV-positive 
women for six years, will facilitate 
the sessions. 

“The group will provide a 
place for women with HIV to deal 
with their feelings about living 
wth HIV,” said O’Conner, empa- 
sizing that it will provide a “safe 
place to explore feelings.” 

She went on to say that women 
often must confront specific chal¬ 
lenges related to disclosing their 
HIV status, feelings of stigmatiza¬ 
tion, and parenting concerns, as well 
as a profound sense of isolation. 

“For many women with HIV, 
coming to a group is often the 


first time they have met another 
woman with HIV,” she said. 

O’Connor finds particular satis¬ 
faction in the appreciation women 
have expressed for past groups, and 
she values the opportunity it offers 
women to build their coping skills 
and make important connections 
with other women. 

The group is equally open to 
all women who reside in San 
Francisco - lesbian, bisexual, 
transgender, heterosexual - and is 
typically approximately half les¬ 
bian. Participants must register 
prior to attending the group by 
calling O’Connor at (415) 292- 
1526; the last opportunity to join 
is Wednesday, September 23. ▼

which also includes members 
from the Bay Area. 

At the preliminary hearings 
held in the Ukiah Courthouse, de¬ 
tectives from the Mendocino 
County Sheriff’s Department pre¬ 
sented conflicting testimony 
based on interviews with the sus¬ 
pects and other witnesses. De¬ 
pending upon whose testimony 
the detectives were citing, the 
killing allegedly resulted from a 
drug deal that went awry, a rip-off 
conspiracy, or a congenial get-to¬ 
gether between Pearson and the 
three Ukiah men whom he had 
apparently met that day. 

That or gay panic 

There was also contradictory 
testimony about Pearson’s behav¬ 
ior with Fernandez, who allegedly 


rode with Pearson in Pearson’s car 
to the spot where the body was 
found the following day. 

According to Detective 
Sergeant Kurt Smallcomb, Fernan¬ 
dez said that Pearson was “coming 
on” to him on the way up, and af¬ 
terwards Pruitt drove off, leaving 
Fernandez and Wright with Pear¬ 
son. According to reports, Pruitt 
and Wright had followed Fernan¬ 
dez and Pearson to the pull-over in 
a separate vehicle. Fernandez said 
he elbowed and kicked Pearson 
when Pearson touched him in a 
sexual manner because he feared 
Pearson would attempt to rape 
him, according to Smallcomb. 
Then, Fernandez said, Pearson 
tried to pull him back into the car, 
and attempted to run him over. 

But, according to Detective Scott 
Poma, Brian Lenhart, a witness who 
spoke with Fernandez after the 
killing, said Fernandez told him 
that they “went there to rip him 


[Pearson] off,”but never mentioned 
anything about sexual assault. 

Pruitt’s testimony, which was 
related at the preliminary hearing 
by detectives, stated that he left 
the pull-over area along Lake 
Mendocino after Wright and Fer¬ 
nandez began beating up Pearson. 
Pruitt said he went to a nearby bar 
in Calpella to get somebody to 
help him break up the fight. When 
he returned to the scene with a 
friend, he found Pearson’s body 
and his 1983 Honda. 

Another witness, Fernandez’s 
16-year-old girlfriend Sara Dowd, 
said she overheard Pruitt and Fer¬ 
nandez planning to leave Pruitt’s 
apartment the afternoon of the 
crime, and then saw the three men 
return with money less than an 
hour later. A preliminary hearing 
for the third suspect, Wright, was 
scheduled for September 9. Alave- 
zos said he was considering refiling 
murder charges against Pruitt. ▼

is that is was better than New 
York. 

“Usually pre-judging is in the 
morning,” (which would have re¬ 
duced the length of the rest of the 
day) “but the only way to do it is 
cut-offs; pick their top five and let 
everybody go. But that’s not what 
the Gay Games are about. It’s 
about including people. 

“I think Gay Games is going to 
have to ask, ‘Are we going to ac¬ 
knowledge all people, or make it 
more organized and only allow 
the best?”’ 

She compares the Gay Games 
nights to a recent San Francisco 
competition that went until 1 
a.m., and many things went 
wrong. “It happens everywhere. 
The tough part is that you’re 
peaking three days in a row.” 

Valiant effort 

Dana Rees competed in 50-60 
year-old category, but considers it 
“the last thing in the world I ever 
thought I would be doing; tall 
skinny me. Two and a half years 
ago I started working out because 
I’m a person with AIDS. My goal 
was to get as much lean body 
mass as I can. Gay Games was ap¬ 
proaching, and I thought, ‘What 
the heck? My body had never 
been at this good a condition be¬ 
fore.’” 

Unfortunately, he said, “I was 
on an aggressive protocol of seven 
anti-virals since February,” and a 
problem with his array of medi¬ 
cines caused his weight to drop 30 
pounds by competition time. For¬ 
tunately, the medical team at Gay 
Games was well-prepared. “Every¬ 
body just did terrifically,” he said. 
“I was there participating, not 
feeling well, but it was something 
to do. My problem is trying to 
gain weight, and with an ecto¬ 
morph body, it wasn’t about mass 
- but I was in my best shape.” 

And not only was he spared 
having to bring all those prescrip¬ 
tions as proof of his needs, he 
said, “I realized I didn’t have 
enough of one medication - I 
needed about six more pills of 
Crixivan or something - and they 
had a number to call and I went 
there and they just handed it to 
me. They were right there with 
the medications. 

“One of the nice things about 
the organization was that they 
thought about PWAs. They took 
care of me, it was really nice. And 
it was fun to do, even though I 
wasn’t feeling well.” 

Of the sport itself, he said, 
“Bodybuilding has a kind of 
funny attitude, but you Find out 
it’s a very disciplined event. I met 


that he doesn’t take steroids. 

He brought his bag of medi¬ 
cines and prescriptions, but it 
wasn’t an issue since he wasn’t 
tested. 

Another problem: the “beauti¬ 
ful facility,” the 2,000-seat audito¬ 
rium where the event was held, 
was not as packed at times as he’d 
hoped. At the same time Amster¬ 
dam organizers “were claiming 
poverty, they said the event was 
sold out,” - when it wasn’t - “so 
people didn’t come.” It didn’t help 
the Dutch financial situation, and 
it wasn’t great for morale. 

Like many jocks, Basile “never 
got to go to anything else. We had 


weigh-ins on Monday, prejudging 
Tuesday, pairs Wednesday, and fi¬ 
nals on Thursday. By Friday I 
wanted to go to Figure skating,” 
but instead he just recovered. 

How does the former organiz¬ 
er of bodybuilding feel about the 
hosts of Gay Games V? “They 
were pretty well set on coming up 
with their own system,” he said. 
But for the next Gay Games, in 
Sydney, he predicted, “A lot of the 
2002 logistics will be different. 
Holland is a small crowded, coun¬ 
try. Australia’s a big growing con¬ 
tinent. That’ll be the difference. 
Australians are closer to our men¬ 
tality,” he added. “We’re exiles, 
both of us.” 

Basile echoes the sentiments of 
other athletes who felt discon¬ 
nected from the main events of 
Gay Games. “The people who 
competed should get more pub¬ 
licity and recognition. Gay Games 
isn’t even covered in mainstream 
media this time.” 

Yet despite the problems, he 
defends the Amsterdam games. 
“Unlike the IOC [International 
Olympic Committee] with huge 
budgets,” he said, “when we fall 
short, we shouldn’t over-criticize.” 

Golden girl 

Although she considered her¬ 
self as having “already peaked” 
after winning at Gay Games V, 
San Franciscan Valya Kindelvich 
won in the overall and lightweight 
categories among nine women at 
the Monterey Classic just a week 
ago. She and a few fellow Physique 
Club members will also compete 
in the San Francisco Classic next 
Saturday, September 19. 

It’s known that stress burns 
calories, and when Kindelvich’s 
relationship broke up and her 
partner moved out just before 
traveling, she moved up to the 
varsity level of overcoming stress. 
“I was just pleased to do my best,” 
she said. “There were times where 
all I could do was workout.” 

Of Amsterdam, she “thought 
the people were wonderful, very 
giving and loving and kind that 
was my experience.” After being 
interviewed on TV, “they’d stop 
me in the street to congratulate 
me. You find yourself giving and 
they’re giving.” 

Giving indeed, to the tune of 
three gold medals, as well as a Best 
Overall trophy. As to the length of 
the event, she stayed until 1:45 
a.m., but says “all of these events 
are like that. I haven’t seen one go 
smoothly yet. With 200 or so 
competitors, that’s a lot of people 
to organize.

||% tarvation is an essential - yet 
unpleasant - part of body- 
%. building for physique com¬ 
petitors who must reconstruct the 
everyday composition of their 
bodies into the kind of tight lean 
form that showcases all those 
years of effort. For some Gay 
Games competitors in Am- _ 
sterdam last month, star- 
vation was simple to 
achieve, because no food 
(or drink, in some cases) 
was available to the athletes 
who waited through pre¬ 
liminaries to get on stage and 
show their stuff. 

Heck, even the 
Olympians served 
grapes in honor of 
their gods. 

Some bodybuilders, 
warned in advance about “the 
food situation,” packed bags of 
their own low-fat, high protein 
grub, giving new meaning to the 
phrase “calorie packing.” Some 
were lucky to stay with hosts who 
had kitchens, so they could pre¬ 
pare food their way, instead of re¬ 
lying on restaurants and groceries 
“filled with fatty meats,” as one 
competitor described it. 

John Basile, who also compet¬ 
ed in 1994 in physique, was fourth 
in his class in Amsterdam “after 
steroid eliminations.” He agrees 
that “In bodybuilding, what with 
carbo-loading and depleting, and 
trying to diet down in your 
weight class, getting your fluid 
composition down to the right 


levels is critical.” 

Basile was on the Steering 
Committee for Gay Games 1994 
in New York and says the 1998 
bodybuilding “went very smooth¬ 
ly” by comparison - although “the 
drug testing issue remains to be 
worked out.” 

Noting that Gay Games is one 
of the few organizations that tries 
to do drug testing, Basile said “this 
time they tested a random 10 
percent.” The em¬ 
phasis there is on 
“random”: one man 
who had his 1994 medal re¬ 
scinded for steroid use “was- 
’t even tested,” said Basile. 
From his body, it looked 
pretty clear that was 
still using. Many peo¬ 
ple threatened to boy¬ 
cott, but they didn’t 
pursue it. 

“He won another 
gold medal this time.” 

Basile believes that future Gay 
Games may test for drugs in 
sports other than powerlifting 
and wrestling, raising the specter 
of more medals being stripped of 
athletes with positive drug tests. 
Gay Games seems to be stretching 
itself at both ends, toward total in¬ 
clusion away from competition, 
yet enforcing stricter rules. 

For Basile, and many others, 
the situation is complicated be¬ 
cause of the multiple drugs neces¬ 
sary to deal with HIV. It was con¬ 
fusing and somewhat intimidat¬ 
ing: “I had a waiver to sign. I did¬ 
n’t know what to do. I’m on med¬ 
icines that aren’t even released 
yet,” he said, although he stressed 
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a lot of nice people. It was a one¬ 
time deal with me, but a great ex¬ 
perience; a way to say that I’m still 
here, having been HIV-positive 
since the early 1980s. 

“I was a person who failed 
Phys. Ed. once in high school! 
And there I was on stage in my lit¬ 
tle uniform!” 

Is he sending the news to his 
hometown paper? “I don’t think 
Garden Grove, California would 
care,” he said. “Actually, they have 
a little gay community center ... 
but I won’t be going back.” 

Seniority 

George Biramisa, playwright 
and bronze medalist, wore nail 
polish of the same tone as his 
medal at the recent Physique Club 
post-Gay Games party. In Ams¬ 
terdam he competed with five 
others in his age group, including 
one straight guy whose son is gay. 
The 71-year-old four-time com¬ 
petitor, and creator of Arcadia 
Bodybuilding Society, had a few 
complaints. 

“They put us on late, the show 
started late and didn’t end until 3 
in the morning. Guess where they 
put the old guys? Second to last.” 
He had been up since 7 a.m., and 
went on at 12:30 to do a pose- 
down. “What could you do? The 
show actually was very good.” 

But how can things be im¬ 
proved? Should they split up 
competitors? “For Sydney, they’re 
setting up an international gay 
and lesbian bodybuilding organi¬ 
zation that’ll make standard rules 
and guidelines. We want to be able 
to do it for our own sport. The 
Federation can’t go into that kind 
of detail. We’re organizing that 
with those who are organizing 
Gay Games VI.

Joining in the festivities last 
week were Teddy Witherington, 
executive director of San Francis¬ 
co’s gay pride committee, and Re¬ 
becca Prozan from Mayor Willie 
Brown’s office, who came com¬ 
plete with proclamation in hand 
to present to organizers.

Some ob¬ 
servers noted that Leiter, always 
somewhat unassuming, would 
not have attended such events in 
the past.

something as an individual. As 
part of the group, we supported 
each other, everything including 
diet, make-up, stage presence.” 

Other preparations include 
shaving body hair. Were there any 
shaving parties, like swimmers 
have? “That would have been a 
different kind of party,” laughed 
Medrano. 

Gold medalist Bill Longen 
joked, “We could have waxing 
parties!” 

Seriously, though, the nutri¬ 
tional aspects of physique some¬ 
times can take over an athlete’s 
life. “I carried my own food all the 
way to Amsterdam,” Medrano 
said. “Tuna fish, rice cakes, my 
own bottled water. It was difficult 
the first couple of days finding the 
food I needed.” He did find a su¬ 
permarket with fresh food and 
vegetables, because he could not 
always eat in the restaurants. 

With all the stringent limita¬ 
tions, did the buffed ones pig out 
after getting medaled? 

“Well, you try not to. It’s like, 
okay, now I can have French fries, 
steak, or sour cream on a baked 
potato. We went out the day after 
competition and ordered all the 
things we haven’t been eating. But 
once you get into the routine of 
eating healthy, you tend to stay 
with the same balanced diet. You 
should see the amount of frozen 
boneless chicken I have!” 

Longen adds, “Price Club 
made a killing off him!” 

Longen mentioned that with 1 
p.m. registration, another 4 p.m. 
registration and a 7 p.m. meeting, 
“they kept us all waiting, and then 
they bring out entertainment! 
Some vocal group, and we’re all 
screaming, ‘Feed us!’ We were 
there for hours without food. 

“You’re in there after eight or 
more weeks of preparation. You’re 
not only physically training, but 
you’re dieting. Your energy levels 
are sapped. You turn into a zom¬ 
bie, basically, working from carbo 
depletion and dehydration. You’re 
really not in a very good mood, 
and to have to deal with people 
who are very disorganized and 
don’t know which end is up, 
you’ve got a problem. Things 
could have been handled so sim¬ 
ply, yet they made everything so 
difficult. The Dutch people and 
Gay Games people, the IFBB [In¬ 
ternational Federation of Body 
Builders] people; they were all 
conferring with each other and 
making last-minute decisions. 
Things should have been spelled 
out before we even got there. 

“They were kind people, but 
they obviously didn’t know what 
they were doing. 

“When it came to the parties, 
they were great.” In fact, Longen 
spent the day of the Canal Parade 
in white go-go shorts and wings. 

“But the organization of the 
basics were not there. People 
needed food, needed resources for 
food, they were spread out all over 
the place. There should have been 
a way to keep informed about 
what’s happening. I was not going 
to go all the way to Friendship Vil¬ 
lage for that little Daily Friend¬ 
ship” (the daily newspaper, which

was filled with inaccuracies, but 
some great pre-written feature ar¬ 
ticles). 

“The next time,” Longen said, 
“before I compete, I have to know 
it’s organized. [A fellow competi¬ 
tor] from Sydney promised that 
because Sydney is handling the 
Olympics in 2000, they are going 
to have it organized. 

“He suggested an Olympic Vil¬ 
lage where bodybuilders can have 
their food and nutrition and exer¬ 
cise facilities all housed in one 
area, and the competition next 
door. We had competition spread 
out over three days. Besides 
meaning little sleep, that schedule 
had an effect on the hygienic 
habits of the bodybuilders. After 
painting themselves to show off 
all those years of hard Work that a 
pale skin under harsh lights can 
wash away, competitors in the 
preliminaries on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing found “You can’t bathe for 
three days,” as Longen said. “It 
takes three days to get to that 
shade. 

“I’m not bitching at the 
Dutch,” Longen stressed. “You 
have to remember, in the overall 
picture, Holland did a great job. 
We can always find fault.” 

But he’s also adamant that 
from now on, “Somebody has to 
take this in hand and say, ‘We 
gotta do this right or people are 
not gonna go.’ Sydney is a big ex¬ 
pense. You’re talking about people 
coming from Europe, from the 
East Coast. That’s gonna be a 
hardship for people. I question 
going to Sydney because it’s so far 
away. It’s a nice place to have it, 
but we might as well have it in 
China. We should have had it 
someplace else in Europe. The 
Germans would have this orga¬ 
nized.” 

Still, he admitted, “Thinking 
it’s on the other side of the world 
is thinking selfishly: people from 
Australia have come to our events. 
They’ve come to visit us. It’s our 
turn. 

“I can tell you, from working 
every year with the Aussies, it’ll be 
great.” ▼

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Tony Kushner’s Hydriotaphia

I t seemed like an obvious question for Tony Kushner, who has been 
asked thousands of questions since Angels in America made him a 
celebrity playwright nearly a decade ago. But he said, “You’re the first 
person who’s ever asked that question, even though I knew it was coming 
someday.” A small smile emerged. “I obviously feel somewhat defensive 
about it.” 

The question, not intended to be particularly provocative, was actual¬ 
ly more of an observation: “Angels in America so identified you as gay play¬ 
wright, but you haven’t returned to the subject, and some people may wish 
you would do that...” 

“I’m sure that I will write other plays that are specifically about gay 
characters when those ideas come to me,” he said. But he said there prob¬ 
ably won’t be any gay characters in the several upcoming plays he is con¬ 
templating. “That’s scary because I know that part of the success of Angels 
was that it spoke to a specific community that helped elevate it to a certain 
height. When I did Slavs! in New York, there were all these gay couples ar¬ 
riving at the theater, and mostly Slavs! is about socialism, and I think there 
was a shock that I wasn’t going to turn out plays that are gay, gay, gay, gay. 
But there are just a lot of things that interest me.”

Charles Busch finds himself in a dress

ave gown, will travesty. 
Sometimes a hit play comes 
• down to what’s in the closet. 

After playwright-performer 
Charles Busch pitched an idea to a 
theater director for a new play that 
fell flat, he had a vision. “I had this 
gorgeous 1940s evening gown 
made to wear to a benefit, and it 
was just hanging in my closet,” 
Busch said recently from his home 
in New York. “I don’t do drag in 
real life, so it’s not a question of 
wearing it out dancing at the 


Rainbow Room, and I wanted to 
get some more mileage out of it.” 

He pictured himself in that 
dress as the heroine of a 1940s 
anti-Nazi war melodrama like Es¬ 
cape, Above Suspicion, or Notori¬ 
ous. A few months later, he was 
starring in The Lady in Question 
as a glamorous concert pianist 
who finds herself caught up in a 
swirl of political intrigue. “I just 
know the movies of that period so 
well,” he said, “and I was obsessed 
with the female stars like Ida 
Lupino and Norma Shearer, and 
so the play kind of wrote itself.” 

That was nearly 10 years ago, 


but this New York success by the 
author of Vampire Lesbians of 
Sodom and Psycho Beach Party is 
only now reaching San Francisco, 
where it opens this week at The¬ 
atre Rhino. It was Busch’s choice 
to keep it on hold here. 

“For so long, other than a 
production of Psycho Beach 
Party, I haven’t let anyone do my 
plays in San Francisco,” he said. 
“I always have this fantasy every 
time I do a play that somehow I 
would do the play myself in San 
Francisco. But economically it 
never seemed feasible, so when I 
got a call from Doug Holsclaw at

tale of a kooky young woman 
named Essie Whimple who works 
in a wax museum, falls in love with 
a vaudeville strongman, and is 
menaced by an infamous strangler. 
But the bright work of the princi¬ 
pals under Dennis M. Lickteig’s di¬ 
rection can’t hide a sloppiness be¬ 
hind the script’s silliness that still 
required a quartet of librettists to 
cobble together. 

Guided by musical director 
Sam Schieber, the production is in 
fine shape when in song, though 
the score itself contains too many 
ineffective novelty songs that 
overwhelm the strangely awkward 
ballads. Redhead pretty much 
ended composer Albert Hague’s 
brief Broadway career, but the 
surprisingly weak work by veter¬ 
an lyricist Dorothy Fields would 
be redeemed when she teamed 
again with Fosse and Verdon on 
Sweet Charity. 

The unenviable task of evok¬ 
ing the most important but least 
evocable element of the original 
Redhead falls to choreographer 
Jayne Zaban, who nevertheless 
manages to create a comic pro¬ 
duction number for “The Uncle 
Sam Rag” and hints at why critics 


also singled out “Pick-Pocket 
Tango” for praise. 

There is considerable charm in 
Lesley Hamilton’s performance as 
Essie as she genially mugs and 
warmly sings her way through the 
role created for Verdon. The ro¬ 
bust Pierce Peter Brandt ably steps 
in for Richard Kiley as the no- 
nonsense American who falls 
under Essie’s spell, and Steven 
Patterson plays his best friend 
with imposing bonhomie. Essie’s 
spinster aunts are enjoyably ren¬ 
dered by Ruth Robbins and 
Coralie Persse, and Jessie Gray 
adds an especially nice comedic 
flair as a tipsy hooker. 

One of the pleasures of 42nd 
Street Moon is its ability to as¬ 
suage curiosity about musicals 
that live mainly as seldom-played 
cast albums with enticing covers. 
This production of Redhead ac¬ 
complishes that, even if it is un¬ 
likely to provoke the album from 
its sleeve. ▼

t was a great time for Broad- 

way musicals. It just wasn’t a 
m very good season. While the 
preceding season produced West 
Side Story and The Music Man, 
and the following one offered 
Gypsy and The Sound of Music, 
the best of 1958-59 would have 
been another season’s also-rans. 
Redhead won the Tony for Best 
Musical, but the competition in¬ 
cluded Whoop-Up, Goldilocks, and 
the arguably superior Flower 
Drum Song. 

But Flower Drum Song was 
second-tier Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein, while Redhead offered 
theater-goers the fresh and excit¬ 
ing talents of Gwen Verdon and 
director-choreographer Bob 
Fosse. Their razzle dazzle was 
enough to overcome a creaky 
book and a mediocre score, at 
least long enough for the show to 
manage a profitable run. 

At 42nd Street Moon, where 
the mission is to give a new hear¬ 
ing to Broadway’s neglected but 
redeemable musicals, the empha¬ 
sis, by necessity of its staged-con- 
cert format, is on the book and 
score. Razzle dazzle can only be 
suggested, and that turns out to be 
something of a disadvantage 
when doing Redhead. 

There is novelty in the musical’s 
comic murder-mystery plot set in 
turn-of-the-century London. And 
there are some laughs in the silly

Hispanics and Hollywood movies: a short history

; ine Latino’s September 16 
Castro Theatre tribute to 
Rita Moreno is an opportu¬ 
nity for assessing the history of 
Hollywood’s Hispanic stars. Sev¬ 
eral were gay; others, like the Do¬ 
minican Maria Montez and 
Brazilian Carmen Miranda, be¬ 
came camp icons. 

“Hispanic” means being of 
Spanish or Portuguese birth or 
descent; like “American,” it in¬ 
cludes any race or combination of 
races. “Latin” is broader, encom¬ 
passing Italian, French, Spanish, 
Portuguese, and Latin Americans. 
Not surprisingly, Hispanics who 
were or looked European had the 
greatest success in Hollywood. 
Conversely, European Hispanics 
were often played by non-Latin 
actors like Tyrone Power, Errol 
Flynn, Linda Darnell, Jeremy 
Irons, Vanessa Redgrave, or Glenn 
Close. 

Spain’s Antonio Moreno 
(1886-1967) was the first Hispan¬ 
ic star, with leading roles in 
movies like D. W. Griffith’s Judith 
ofBethulia (1914) opposite Lillian 
Gish. Handsome and gay, 
Moreno’s stardom was brief, but 
he worked until the 1950s. 

“Latin lovers” became the rage 
following Italian Rudolph Valenti¬ 
no’s (1895-1926) Argentine in The 
Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse 
(1921). Valentino was joined by 
Mexico’s “Ravishing Ramon” No- 
varro (1899-1968). Novarro, rela¬ 
tively open about his homosexu¬ 
ality, was aided early in his career 
by Moreno. 

Novarro’s popularity skyrock¬ 
eted with Ben-Hur (1926), then 
the most expensive film ever 
made. His fans liked to see him 
nearly nude, and his films often 
featured scenes of him barely 
clothed. A major MGM star, he 
worked with top actresses 
(Norma Shearer, Joan Crawford) 
and outlasted the Latin lover

vogue. But Novarro resisted stu¬ 
dio pressure to marry. This con¬ 
tributed to, but didn’t completely 
cause his decline, which resulted 
from unconvincing performances 
like his Russian opposite Greta 
Garbo in 1932’s Mata Hari. MGM 
persisted with The Cat and the 
Fiddle (1934), a Jeannette Mac¬ 
Donald musical, without success. 
He worked sporadically there¬ 
after, getting a last (small) part in 
gay director George Cukor’s 
Heller in Pink Tights (1960), star¬ 
ring fellow Mexican Anthony 
Quinn. He died tragically, mur¬ 
dered by two male hustlers. 

‘Most beautiful’ 

Novarro’s aristocratic sec¬ 
ond-cousin was Dolores Del Rio 
(1905-1983). According to 
William Mann in his biography of 
gay silent screen star William 
Haines, Wisecracker, Del Rio and 
her second husband, set designer 


Cedric Gibbons, enjoyed a mar¬ 
riage blanc — each being free to 
pursue homosexual romances. 
Del Rio, whom the bisexual Mar¬ 
lene Dietrich called the most 
beautiful woman in Hollywood, 
starred as the French Charmaine 
in What Price Glory? (1926), 
played a Russian in Resurrection 
(1927), and an Indian in Ramona 
(1928), her most famous part. She 
succeeded in talkies, playing a 
Polynesian in Bird of Paradise 
(1932), scoring the lead in the As- 
taire-Rogers debut musical Flying 
Down to Rio (1932), and playing 
the title character in Madame 
DuBarry( 1934). 

Unhappy with her subsequent 
films, Del Rio made 1942’s Jour¬ 
ney Into Fear with Orson Welles, 
then returned to Mexico, reigning 
as one of its cinema’s greatest 
stars. She occasionally revisited 
Hollywood, beauty undimin¬ 
ished, appearing in Flaming Star 


(1960) as Elvis Presley’s mother, 
and John Ford’s Cheyenne Au¬ 
tumn (1964). 

Other Mexican performers of 
the ’30s and ’40s included the 
stereotyped Lupe Velez, who 
starred in the Mexican Spitfire 
movies, and hunky, virile Gilbert 
Roland, who appeared in silents 
(Armand Du Val in 1927’s 
Camille ) and continued filming 
through the 1980s. 

Columbia Studios changed 
New York-born Margarita Cansi- 
no’s name to Rita Hayworth 
(1918-1987), christened her “The 
Love Goddess,” and starred her in 
noir melodramas like Gilda 
(1946) and musicals ( Pal Joey, 
1957.) Her thirty-year career was 
the greatest of any Hispanic ac¬ 
tress, but would the beautiful 
Hayworth have reached super¬ 
stardom using her own name? 

The ’40s were also the heyday 
of Maria Montez (1920-1951), 
queen of camp classics like Cobra 
Woman (1942). The third big His¬ 
panic diva of the decade was the 
inimitable Carmen Miranda 
(1909-1953). The “Brazilian 
Bombshell”’s spectacular cos¬ 
tumes and vivacious singing in 
films like The Gang’s All Here 
(1943) make her a perennial fa¬ 
vorite of drag queens. 

Unlike Hayworth, Cesar 
Romero kept his name, and al¬ 
though never a top star, had a 
long career. Born in New York in 
1907, the grandson of Cuban lib¬ 
erator Jose Marti, the gay Romero, 
known as “Butch,” never married, 
unlike his close friend, Tyrone 
Power, who was primarily homo¬ 
sexual. 

Romero supported Dietrich in 
The Devil Is a Woman (1935), 
Alice Faye in Weekend in Havana 
(1941), and Betty Grable in 
Springtime in the Rockies (1942), 
the last two as Miranda’s romantic 
partner. Handsome and ageless, 
Romero found new popularity in 
the 1960s as “The Joker” on tele¬ 
vision’s Batman. His last major 


part was with Tab Hunter and Di¬ 
vine in 1985’s Lust in the Dust. 

Fullest career 

Anthony Quinn (b. 1915) did 
not change his name, either. (His 
paternal grandfather was Irish.) 
His has been the fullest career of 
any Hispanic actor. Although not 
the first to win an Oscar (Puerto 
Rican Jose Ferrer did, in 1950’s 
Cyrano de Bergerac ), Quinn is the 
only one with two Academy 
Awards. His first was as Marlon

Brando’s brother in Viva Zapata 
(1952), the second as Paul Gaugin 
in 1956’s Lust for Life. Quinn’s 
long career peaked with 1964’s 
Zorba the Greek. 

In 1951, Cuba’s Desi Arnaz be¬ 
come the most watched Hispanic 
actor in history with the classic / 
Love Lucy television series. Arnaz, 
born in 1917, had a minor film 
career, meeting his wife Lucille 
Ball while making Too Many Girls 
(1940). But his fame before televi¬ 
sion was as a singer/bandleader in 
the era of rhumbas, sambas, and 
other Latin dances. 

Mexico’s sultry Katy Jurado (b. 
1927) often worked with Quinn, 
Romero, or Roland, in films like 
page 52 ^

nlike the knee-jerk eclecti- 
. cism of most college radio 
• stations, the music on 
KUSF (90.3 FM) seems to reflect 
the tastes and expertise of each in¬ 
dividual DJ. While the mix of 
tunes is always diverse enough to 
maintain the spirit of free-form 
radio, there are some DJs at the 
station who emphasize the latest 
electronic sounds, and others who 
spin hip-hop-heavy sets. My fa¬ 
vorite KUSF DJ, Carolyn Keddy, 
slips an occasional Johnny Cash 
or Blind Willie Johnson song into 
her sets, but it’s obvious that her 
first love is punk rock. Keddy, 
whose pleasantly low-key on-air 
style contrasts wildly with the 
usually frantic tunes she spins, 
gives equal time to both 
decades-old punk classics and the 
latest singles. While I love to hear 
her unearth a forgotten gem like 
the Rezillos’ “Destination Venus,” 
it’s Keddy’s exposure of new punk 
singles that makes her show so in¬ 
valuable. 

Keddy whets listeners’ ap¬ 
petites for new releases by playing 
singles from CDs that won’t be re¬ 
leased for months. Listening to 
Keddy’s show has got me buying 
7” singles again, something I

haven’t done since I was a preteen 
collector of the worst in ’70s Top 
40. I recently picked up two sin¬ 
gles, the Dirtbombs’ “Tina 
Louise” and the Drags’ “I Killed 
Rock ‘n’ Roll,” both of which 
Keddy has been playing a lot re¬ 
cently. The songs in some ways 
couldn’t be more different, one a 
comic valentine to a ’60s starlet, 
the other an angry slam at the 
current state of rock ’n’ roll. What 
“Tina Louise” and “I Killed Rock 
’n’ Roll” have in common is that 
they rank as two of this year’s best 
punk singles, songs worth dis¬ 
cussing now even though the al¬ 
bums on which they’re slated to 
appear won’t be out until later in 
’98. 

Some might remember Dirt- 
bombs vocalist/guitarist/song¬ 
writer Mick Collins from his ul¬ 
traprimitive early ’90s punk band, 
The Gories. That band had its 
charms, but the musicianship of 
the Dirtbombs, which features 
dual drummers and bassists, is 
both more competent and more 
complex — or at least as complex 
as this kind of ’60s-styled 
garagepunk gets. 

“Tina Louise,” a single out on 
the Flying Bombs record label, is 
the latest installment in Collins’ 
Glamma Grrl series, which has in¬ 


cluded past titles like “I’m Saving 
Myself For Nichelle Nichols.” 
(That’s Communications Officer 
Uhura to all you non-Trek geeks.) 
Louise, of course, is remembered 
by everyone as marooned movie 
star Ginger Grant on TV’s Gilli- 
gan’s Island, and by a smattering 
of trash cinema fans as Grizelda in 
God's Little Acre and Charmaine 
in The Stepford Wives. I’ve always 
considered Louise to be an under¬ 
rated comedienne who brought a 
touch of self-satire to all her sex 
bomb roles, but my appreciation 
for the actress pales in compari¬ 
son to Collins’. 

“Whose sultry long lashes are 
the gateway to the secrets of the 
universe?” asks Collins, who is an¬ 
swered by a panting chorus of 
“Tina Louise!” Later in the song, 
Collins begs Louise to “return to 
rid the world of false glamour,” 
and then ends the track by 
singspelling T-I-N-A over and 
over, just like the Bay City Rollers 
on “Saturday Night.” Obviously, 
Collins’ tone is as tongue- 
in-cheek as it is worshipful, but 
considering the camp demigod- 
dess to whom he’s paying 
homage, that seems entirely ap¬ 
propriate. In the end, this hilari¬ 
ous bit of rock ’n’ roll fluff does

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SF Opera season on disc 

Boning up on the music

ith the San Francisco 
: Opera’s 76th season 
opening Friday night, it’s 
time to haul out the pertinent 
CDs, and bone up on the music. 
The recording business is in such 
turmoil that I don’t guarantee any 
of the older recordings cited 
below are still available, even if 
listed in the highly unreliable 
Schwann Opus catalog. On the 
other hand, opera sets have a way 
of showing up repeatedly in mer¬ 
chandising scams. Ever bought a 
disc only to get home and discov¬ 
er you already have it with a dif¬ 
ferent cover? 

Turandot (Puccini) — The 
season opens with the stunning (if 
non sequitur) production by 
David Hockney. There is only one 
recording of this opera that gives 
you all the published score in fab¬ 
ulous sound. It is dynamically con¬ 
ducted by Zubin Mehta and sung 
by superstars Joan Sutherland and 
Luciano Pavarotti, in an “only for 
discs” pairing that shouldn’t have 
worked, but does. Sutherland 
never sang the ice princess on 
stage, but from the recorded evi¬ 
dence she would have been formi¬ 
dable (London; two discs). 

Birgit Nilsson did sing Turan¬ 
dot live, many times, and that’s 
what you want — a live perfor¬ 
mance, not either of her studio 
discs. I recommend the 1964 La 
Scala set with Franco Corelli as 
her ideal Prince Calaf, Russian 
diva Galina Vishnevskaya as Liu, 
and the idiomatic Gianandrea 
Gavezzeni in the pit. Available for 
many years on Nuova Era import, 
it’s just been re-released on Myto 
(two discs). Of secondary interest 
is Katia Ricciarelli’s demented 
psychological portrait, dominated 
by Herbert von Karajan’s 
super-sensual conducting of the 
Vienna Philharmonic (Deutsche 
Grammophon; two discs). (Sept. 
11,17, 20, 22, 25, 30, Oct. 3, Nov. 
29, Dec. 1,4,9,12.) 

Arabella (Strauss) — This 
confection has always been looked 
down on as a poor man’s Rosenke- 
valier, but I saw that fabled Mu¬ 
nich production with Lisa Della 
Casa and Dietrich 

Fischer-Dieskau in 1962 (record¬ 
ed by DG but no longer avail¬ 
able). That didn’t seem like a poor 
man’s anything, but an evening of 
radiant Viennese romance. 



Dame Joan Sutherland 


Though many fans swear by it, I 
find Della Casa’s 1957 studio 
recording unacceptable because 
of Georg Solti’s aggressive con¬ 
ducting (London; three discs). 
More gemutlich is Kiri Te 
Kanawa’s recording, with experi¬ 
enced Straussian Jeffrey Tate lead¬ 
ing the Covent Garden Orchestra, 
even though Franz Grundheber 
(who sings the role in San Fran¬ 
cisco) makes a relatively charm¬ 
less Mandryka (London; three 
discs). (Sept. 12, 15, 18, 24, 27, 
Oct. 1,4.) 

A Streetcar Named Desire 

— Andre Previn’s opera will be 
recorded and televised, but not 
until after the Sept. 19 world pre¬ 
miere. If you want an idea of his 
pleasant, though melodically and 
harmonically unfocused vocal 
music, try his Toni Morrison song 
cycle, “Honey and Rue,” recorded 
by Previn and Kathleen Battle 
(Deutsche Grammophon), or his 
Billy the Kid piece, “Sally 
Chisum,” written for and per¬ 
formed by Barbara Bonney (Lon¬ 
don). More interesting is Previn’s 
purely instrumental music. A disc 
of chamber pieces with Previn 
and the St. Luke’s Chamber En¬ 
semble has been released by 
Arabesque. (Sept. 19, 23, 26, 29, 
Oct. 2,4,8,11.) 

Tristan und Isolde (Wagner) 

— Seattle Opera just made inter¬ 
national headlines by presenting 
Wagner’s meditation on sex and 
death with Jane Eaglen and Ben 
Heppner. SFO doesn’t boast that 
starry a cast, but I’m unwilling to 
sign off on it until I’ve actually 
heard the performance. (How’s 
that for a novel concept in criti¬ 
cism?) I don’t have any such reti¬ 


cence about recordings, however, 
since I wrote the comprehensive 
Tristan discography for Seattle 
Opera. My favorite Tristan und 
Isolde among commercial record¬ 
ings is the 1966 Bayreuth Festival 
performance, urgently conducted 
by Karl Bohm and passionately 
sung by Birgit Nilsson and Wolf¬ 
gang Windgassen (DG Originals; 
three discs). 

Unavailable when I did that 
Seattle survey was a live Bayreuth 
performance from 1957 with the 
same two lovers, younger, fresher 
and altogether spectacular. The 
difference is Wolfgang Sawallisch’s 
steady accompaniment; this is not 
an erotic Tristan but a musical, 
easy-on-the-ears performance 
(Golden Melodram; four discs; no 
libretto). The most amazing Tris¬ 
tan, however, is a 1943 aircheck 
from Berlin, a radio performance 
conducted one act at a time over a 
week by Robert Heger, the most 
organic of Wagnerian Kapellmeis¬ 
ters. Paula Buchner is a mature 
Isolde, but the star of these discs 
is Max Lorenz, an openly gay Ger¬ 
man tenor who has the most mas¬ 
culine, sexiest voice I’ve ever 
heard in this music. He goes figu¬ 
ratively nuts in Act Three, making 
Jon Vickers’ famous ravings 
sound positively calculated. If you 
can locate this rare set, I guarantee 
it will blow your mind (Preiser; 
three discs). (Oct. 10, 14, 18, 21, 
26,30, Nov. 6.) 

Manon (Massenet) — This 
sumptuous dessert hasn’t been 
seen in San Francisco in years, 
and hasn’t been heard (the last 
cast consisted of singing mosqui¬ 
toes) since the 1971 Beverly Sills 
show. “Bubbles” has earned a lot 
of scorn since then for her 
post-operatic tea cozy personali¬ 
ty, but at the height of her pow¬ 
ers, she was the greatest singer of 
lyric French opera in the world, 
and Manon was her meat. Listen 
to her caress “N’cest-ce plus ma 
main,” and you’ll understand why 
Des Grieux (Nicolai Gedda) is 
unable to resist. This recording 
also has a solid French support¬ 
ing cast and is conducted by the 
underrated Julius Rudel, who will 
lead the SFO Manon perfor¬ 
mances this season (EMI; three 
discs). (Oct. 15,17,20,23,25,29, 
Nov. 1.) T

Three new books explore 
long-term relationships and the 
ways in which those partnerships 
are publicly celebrated. 

Lindsey Elder gathers a bou¬ 
quet of stories, all recounting the 
first meetings of long-term part¬ 
ners, and shows us just how cap¬ 
tivating, how silly, and how im¬ 
portant beginnings are. The first 
part of the book includes a love¬ 
ly piece by Julia Willis and her 
own true love, a drummer 
named Laurel. Willis explains: 
“Speaking as one whose cynical 
frame of mind was nurtured 
since birth and has left my more 
romantic friends shaking their 
heads in despair, I can verify 
there really is such a thing as love 
at first sight.

'i * he religious wrong spends 
a great deal of time ex- 
II plaining how impossible it 
is for gays and lesbians to marry. 
After they finish the biblical ex¬ 
planation, they usually follow up 
with their “psychological” argu¬ 
ment, the meat of which is based 
on the assumption that gays and 
lesbians are so emotionally stunt¬ 
ed that we cannot possibly sus¬ 
tain a longterm, healthy relation¬ 
ship. The fact that the divorce 
rate among straights hovers 
around fifty percent is presum¬ 
ably not an indicator of the psy¬ 
chological unfitness for marriage 
of the breeder population. No, 
only queers are not worthy of the 
tax breaks and legal protection of 
civil marriage.

ment ceremonies and weddings, 
and explores the ways in which 
gays and lesbians challenge the pa¬ 
triarchal nature of traditional 
weddings even as they delight in 
taking the forms and turning 
them inside out. She asserts that 
“lesbian and gay rituals of com¬ 
mitment enshrine differences at 
the same time that they under¬ 
mine them. They offer us a per¬ 
spective on the fragile nature of 
symbolic processes, on the unsta¬ 
ble ground on which ritual ex¬ 
pression rests. They remind us 
that, in recognizing ourselves, les¬ 
bians and gay men who marry 
also recognize our bonds with a 



broader constituency, staking a 
claim to a right to exist that is nei¬ 
ther queer or compliant.” Orga¬ 
nized thematically, Recognizing 
Ourselves uses the stories of indi¬ 
viduals to tell the history of our 
community and the ways in which 
we value and validate our love. 

Married or not, for many gay 
men and lesbians, happiness is a 
long-term relationship. It’s a real 
testament to these couples that, 
despite the incredible obstacles 
thrown in their way and the lack 
of any social support, so many 
same-sex couples manage to 
achieve happily ever after, with 
the emphasis on happily. Eric 
Marcus interviewed scores of cou¬ 
ples, but as he explains, “ Together 
Forever is not a study or a book of 
advice. It’s an anecdotal look at 
how the people I interviewed live 
as partners in happy, long-lasting 
relationships, and as couples in a 
world that often makes them feel 
less than welcome.” Marcus 
arranges the stories along themat¬ 
ic lines, from meeting and 
courtship to aging and loss, but 
what comes through from all the 
couples is a powerful sense that 
their lives matter, that their stories 
are proof against the lies told by 
those who have nothing else in 
their lives but hate. 

An army of lovers cannot fail. By 
gathering our stories, by telling our 
stories, we offer the world another 
image of our lives, one that is as 
filled with love as the rightists are 
filled with hate. We aren’t like every¬ 
one else, neither are we alien from 
all that is human. We are, instead, 
ourselves. These three books show 
some the ways in which we share 
our lives and our hearts. They will 
touch you and make you laugh. 
They may also remind you just how 
happy you are to be gay. ▼

Awkward age

Queer 13, edited by Clifford

n the 25 essays of Queer 13, 

lesbian and gay writers recall 
H seventh grade. If I were 
presently in the seventh grade, or 
even still in high school, I’m sure 
I would find the book a soul-sav¬ 
ing companion and valuable re¬ 
source. But as an adult reader, the 
effortful plodding of the majority 
of its essays, while affording 
recognition of a shared experi¬ 
ence, brings little reading plea¬ 
sure. 

Most of the writers of Queer 13 
make similar points — the bewil¬ 
derment of self-discovery, the 
tyranny of peers and the with¬ 
drawal it causes, the constant and 
exhausting fight for selfhood, the 
commingling of shame and affir¬ 
mation, the pain broken by brief 
dabs of joy. This ground has been 
well-covered in what seems like a 
multitude of similar essay collec¬ 
tions. And few of the writers of 
Queer 13 — who are the standard 
assortment of ethnic type and ex¬ 
perience level — bring telling de¬ 
tail or fresh immediacy to their 
work. The book’s Introduction 
tries to prepare us for the similar¬ 
ities of situation and setting, with¬ 
out mentioning the individual 
style of the authors — or more 
typically, their lack of style. And it 
must be admitted how dreadfully 
earnest most of the authors are, 
how the hard work of these neo¬

phytes reduces almost to the 
mundane what we know were the 
most sharply felt experiences. 

Not surprisingly, it is the bet¬ 
ter-known writers, those who have 
already developed their own voice, 
with less to prove and the assur¬ 
ance of past success, who enliven 
the collection. Robert Gluck’s 
“Three From Thirteen” maintains 
throughout the fresh and startling 
impact of its opening: “Jacking off 
into the toilet, into the slit between 
pushed-together beds, into paper- 
towel tubes (ugh, my little sister 
shouts, what’s this stuff?), in the 
shower, while standing in the 


ring triumph in a memorable 
concluding paragraph. Jim Glad¬ 
stone disarmingly discovers the 
mystic spell of his erection, while 
Wayne Koestenbaum, in impres¬ 
sionist daubs, searches for succor 
through the fashion notes of his 
day. And Andrew Holleran weaves 
a moody spell in his haunting, 
typically assured “The Wind in 
the Louvers.” But too many of the 
writers are unsuccessful in bring¬ 
ing a focus to those unfocused 
years, and the events of their 
childhood remain standard issue. 
All this earnest yet commonplace 
effort makes me tired. T

Documentary filmmaker Macky Alston on his 'Family Name'

p t was a cool day in early spring 
| when Macky Alston and I met 
If on 24th Street to discuss his 
documentary film Family Name. 
Tall and thin, with startlingly blue 
eyes, Alston is traveling the coun¬ 
try promoting his highly personal 
exploration of race relations in 
America. As an openly gay man, 
Alston’s investigation of his own 
roots takes on a broader perspec¬ 
tive than it would otherwise pos¬ 
sess. Family Name debuted at the 
1997 San Francisco Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival, and its first tele¬ 
vision showing will be September 
15 on the popular PBS series 
P.O.V. In the film, Alston travels to 
the Carolinas to research his fam¬ 
ily tree and find the missing link 
that connects black Alstons to 
white Alstons. 

Robert Julian: Your father and 
grandfather were both ministers. 
What denomination? 

Macky Alston: Presbyterian. 

Well, it could be worse. They 
could have been Southern Bap¬ 
tists. 

(Laughs) That’s my mother’s side 
of the family. 

You were going to seminary 
school and dropped out, where 
was that? 

Union, in New York. It’s a very 
progressive, groovy place. Tons of 
homosexuals. There aren’t many 
places like that within any orga¬ 
nized religion, so they flock there. 
I finished two years of a three-year 
degree program. I’m going back 
next year, do you believe it? I’m 
shooting a film as a seminary stu¬ 


dent, taking on religion in the 
same way we took on racism in 
Family Name. Many of the pro¬ 
fessors at Union were 1,000 times 
more radical than I was, and I fan¬ 
cied myself as a radical ACT 
UP-type activist. It was a good 
time for me, but I had no inten¬ 
tion of becoming a minister. I was 
trying to figure out who I was and 
what I believed in. I put in two 
years, then I split. 

In what way are you your father's 
son? 

Well, it’s funny. I think this is typ¬ 
ical for so many people. My 
younger years were spent defining 
myself in contrast to my parents, 
particularly my father. More and 
more I’m discovering ways we 
have in common. He’s a complex 
and difficult person, but he com¬ 
mitted his life to the civil rights 
movement and justice as he saw it. 
My father was pretty harsh, in a 
negative way. He was threatened 
because my interest in ballet and 
theater set off the gay alarm bells. 
But also he thought these were in¬ 
dulgent pursuits compared to the 
ministry, or social work, or teach¬ 
ing, which my mother did. I know 
that coming to documentary 
filmmaking, which is an art form 
with a tradition of -creating social 
change, was a perfect blend for 
me. 

I thought when I was watching the 
film that you and your family 
were "conservative rebels." Do 
you think that term applies to 
you? 

My father is definitely that. I don’t 
know about me, you’d be a better 
judge than I. This film was very 
much an attempt to answer your 
earlier question about how I am 
my father’s son. I had been es¬ 


tranged from my father in many 
ways. And in turning to this film 
about race in America, it was sort 
of the next generation’s response 
to the work my father committed 
his life to. It was an attempt to 
understand him better and to 
draw closer to him, and that’s 
what happened. My father was 
very homophobic, and then I 
came out. It took him about a 
decade to come around, and now 
he’s preaching for lesbian and gay 
liberation from the pulpit, which 
is thrilling to see, because he is 
conservative. To see someone who 
is naturally conservative go the 
distance, I had to give him a lot of 
credit. 

Seeing him do that for me was 
an opening for a new kind of re¬ 


lating. And he has taken my film 
on and shown it to everyone on 
earth. That means a lot to a son 
who, twenty years ago, was told 
by his father, “If you pursue the 
arts, you’re not a member of this 
family.” 

During the early years, kinder¬ 
garten to third grade, while you 
were living in the South, your dad 
enrolled you in an all-black 
school. 

There were four white students. 

Did you experience reverse dis¬ 
crimination while you were there? 

No. Kids were pretty sweet. The 
black power movement was going 
on all around us, but we were just 
on the brink of consciousness. I 
remember the ring-leader girl, 
Dorothy. We’d play 
ring-around-the-rosie and other 
games, and then she’d say, “It’s 
time for black is beautiful.” And 
I’d step out of the circle and 
they’d lock hands and when that 
was over, they’d signal to me and 
I’d come back to the circle. It was¬ 
n’t out of cruelty, it was just the 
rules. That was a black game, and 
I wasn’t black. I imagine if I’d 
stayed a little longer, it would have 
been different. My sister, who was 
older and in the same school, had 
a tougher time. Some of the older 
kids were mean. The thing we 
were more conscious about was 
class, not race. 

Class as determined by money or 
familial connection? 

Money. Birthday parties at my 
house vs. parties at their houses. 
More than one room vs. one 
room; dirt floors vs. carpeted 
ones. This was a very poor area, 
there was discomfort, but when 
you’re the only white kid, you’re 
more of a novelty. It wasn’t set in 
the context of oppressor/op¬ 
pressed yet. I’m sure if I’d stayed 
in the South, it probably would 
have gotten more bitter. 

In the movie it's clear that you 
did lots of genealogical research. 
How much time was involved in 
research alone? 

I did it non-stop for about four 
years. The film took three and 
one-half years to make. I started 


doing the research six months be¬ 
fore, and I kept doing it right up 
to the end. I kept looking for new 
discoveries, and they fueled and 
motivated my research. 

Why did you pursue the misce¬ 
genation angle with such deter¬ 
mination? 

The truth is that since that early 
school experience, where we were 
socialized not to talk about the 
black and white Alstons together, 
I grew up in fear, on some un¬ 
conscious level, of ever having 
that conversation. I thought that 
if I ever met a black Alston and 
we were sitting down together, if 
we were to broach the subject we 
would not survive the conversa¬ 
tion. I thought that person’s sense 
of rage could kill me. I really 
thought that. Major, major guilt. 

It comes out in the film. I thought 
to myself, why is he asking all 
these people if they're angry? 
What's this about? 

And the answer is, because I would 
be. I’d be furious. It was very paral¬ 
lel to the feeling that if people 
found out I was gay, my family and 
friends would no longer want to as¬ 
sociate with me. As it turned out, I 
realized my friendships and family 
relationships, in the long run, be¬ 
came a thousand times stronger 
after I came out. I wanted to have 
that conversation with someone. If 
we were linked not only by history, 
but by blood, I wanted to know 
what it would feel like to have that 
conversation with someone I was 
related to in that way. If we were to 
own up to the fact that we are all 
genetically linked, if we were to 
own up to the fact that, especially 
in the South, many more of us are 
related than we would like to know, 
perhaps we would no longer be 
able to draw these arbitrary lines 
based on “whiteness” and “black¬ 
ness.” People fall along all places in 
that spectrum, in my family and 
many others. Perhaps with this 
knowledge we might be able to feel 
more compassion for each other. 

In the film you say, "I tend to look 
for drama, for revolution." Why 
is that? 

Well, after I graduated from col¬ 
lege, I fell into ACT UP and 
worked for them for years. I was 
astounded by the organization’s 
successes. I was schooled on the 
theory of the left and various lib¬ 
eration movements and I 
thought that was the only way to 
accomplish change. 

Do you feel that way now? 

No. Each way is valid. That’s not 
to say that revolution is not 
sometimes necessary. But the 
kind of slow, gradual change 
that comes with people taking 
baby steps is also crucial for 
there to be real psychological 
shifts in the way people see 
things. Sometimes a revolution 
will occur, and the new group 
will come into power, but the 
way people see things won’t 
change at all. In the course of 
making this film, I saw bridges 
built in these small communities 
between Afro-American and 
Euro-American people talking 
about slavery together and invit¬ 
ing people to each other’s 
churches. Friendships and al¬ 
liances take time — it’s an im¬ 
portant, delicate process. ▼ 
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Kushner

That is obvious in the latest 
Kushner play to reach the stage. 
Hydriotaphia, or The Death of Dr. 
Browne, opening this week at 
Berkeley Repertory Theatre, is a 
semi-historical, mostly comic, 
often phantasmagorical and sub¬ 
tly serious look at how we leave 
this mortal coil. 

“There are no gay characters in 
Hyrdiotaphia, though there are 
some very cute people, so gay 
people should come for that, but 
also because I think the issues are 
of interest,” the amiable but worn 
playwright said after a long day of 
rehearsals. “Death and dying are 
certainly of interest in our com¬ 
munity, and it’s a play that in a 
certain sense comes out of the 
epidemic. It was written right in 
the middle of it.” 

Though the co-production 
between Berkeley Rep and the 
Alley Theatre in Houston is being 
touted as a world premiere, the 
play actually dates back to 1987. 
Written by a then-unknown 
Kushner as a project for his actor 
friends from NYU, it had a one- 
week run at a tiny theater in New 
York, after which the playwright 
locked it away for the next 10 
years before deciding to give it 
another chance. 

Total fabrication 

The play was inspired by Kush- 
ner’s appreciation of the writings 
of Sir Thomas Browne, a 17th- 
century author and physician 


whose celebrated essay titled “Hy¬ 
driotaphia” (the term means urn 
burial) explored issues of death 
and immortality. The play Hydri¬ 
otaphia is Kushner’s totally fabri¬ 
cated take on Dr. Browne’s own 
approaching death, as the doctor 
fights its inevitability while his 
friends, family and servants jock¬ 
ey for a share of his estate in al¬ 
most burlesque fashion. His im¬ 
patient soul is a separate charac¬ 
ter, and even Death makes peri¬ 
odic appearances to try to hurry 
the process along. 

“It’s supposed to be very 
funny,” Kushner said. “But it’s re¬ 
ally a play about dying. The good 
death, as Brecht put it, is being in 
agreement with death. The point 
of the play is that the more isolat¬ 
ed you become from the commu¬ 
nity, and the more you become 
convinced that you are the world 
and that when you die it’s all over, 
the more terrifying death be¬ 
comes, and we lose the ability to 
enter into an agreement with 
death. So this is a play about a 
not-good death.” 

After several rewrites, Hydrio¬ 
taphia made its debut at the Alley 
in the spring. How was it re¬ 
ceived? “Not well,” Kushner said. 
“The production was not a happy 
one in many, many ways. It was 
miscast, necessitating a lot of 
changes. It’s much better here.” 

Kushner has taken a consider¬ 
ably more hands-on approach 
with the Berkeley edition. “I was 
there at the beginning in Houston 
and at the end,” he said. “I think 
that was a mistake. I should have 
been there the whole time.” 

He said he is enjoying getting 
back in the trenches. “After Angels 
happened, I kind of stepped out of 


the rehearsal room. I started think¬ 
ing of myself more as a writer than 
a playwright. But in the last two 
years, I’ve been getting back to 
what really matters to me, which is 


working in the theater and not sit¬ 
ting off in a house. If Hyrdiotaphia 
had happened three or four years 
ago, I would have given them the 
script and gone off to see Angels in 
56 different countries and given 
speeches and whatever.” 

Being a celebrated playwright 
does have its advantages, like 
finding that major theaters are 
eager to stage a three-hour play 
about death with an obscure title 
and 14 characters. “I think it’s a 
really good play and I’m really 
proud of it, but with Angels, sure, 
it pretty much means that what¬ 
ever I write somebody will do. It’s 
a lovely feeling, but a little bit 
scary sometimes because you 
think they are just doing this be¬ 
cause it’s me. I made Tony Tac- 
cone (Berkeley Rep’s artistic di¬ 
rector) promise over and over 
again that he wasn’t just doing 
this because it was my play, and 
he convinced me that he thought 
it was really worthy.” 

Creepy encounters 

Celebrity can also cut both ways 
in Kushner’s personal life. “I’ve had 
a couple of encounters with people 
who were dating me because of 
whatever, and that’s been kind of 
creepy,” he said. “But I’ve been see¬ 
ing someone very seriously now for 
the past sue months. It’s going very 
well, and I’m actually very happy, 
happier than I’ve been in a really 
long time.” 

Asked how they met, the usu¬ 
ally loquacious Kushner turned 
tongue-tied: “I... well... uh, casu¬ 
ally, let’s say.” He would only say 
his friend is a journalist, an editor 
at a major magazine. “I’m not 
ready to be too public about this.” 

Indeed, Kushner, 42, is much 


more comfortable talking about 
his plays and especially about pol¬ 
itics. “I think the asshole should re¬ 
sign,” he said when the Clinton 
mess came up. “I think a 50-year- 


old man having sex with a 21-year- 
old is kind of gross. It seems ex¬ 
ploitative. If he was having this af¬ 
fair with Barbra Streisand, Ed feel 
totally different about it. I’d still 
wish they weren’t having blow jobs 
while Yasser Arafat was waiting in 


the Rose Garden, but I wouldn’t 
care. But this I think is awful.” 

That said, Kushner said he 
“would vote for Clinton again if 
it was a choice between Clinton 
and a Republican, because Re¬ 
publicans are avowed gay-haters. 
I think Kenneth Starr is an evil 
man and a very great danger to 
the Constitution. Bill Clinton 
isn’t a danger to the Constitu¬ 
tion, but he really fucked up.” 

Kushner calls himself an “ag¬ 
nostic, Jewish, humanist socialist,” 
and his plays often explore those 
dialectics. Henry Box Brown, 
which will be his first major new 
work since Angels in America, ex¬ 
plores the relationship between 
the British textile industry and 
American slavery. Another play 
that is percolating focuses on Karl 
Marx. 

Henry Box Brown had been 
scheduled to have a workshop 
production at the Royal National 
Theatre in the last year, but that 
was postponed. “I’ve taken three 
years longer than anybody ex¬ 
pected me to take,” Kushner said, 
“but it’s just a very big play, and 
I’m hoping to have at least the 
first part of it ready by the end of 
this year.” 

Yes, he’s a slow writer and, yes, 
his plays are complicated con¬ 
structions, but Kushner also con¬ 
cedes that fear has been a factor 
holding him from offering up 
that play that will be viewed as 
the official follow-up to Angels in 
America. But he knows that his 
lowered creative profile needs to 
come to an end. 

“One of the actors in Hydrio¬ 
taphia just told me that he called 
his mother in England and told 
her that he was doing a play with 
me, and she said, ‘Oh, we thought 
he had died.’ I guess it’s really 
time now to face the music and 
come out with a major play that 
winds up in New York and gets 
picked or panned. You realize 
that the only thing you can do fi¬ 
nally is write a body of work, and 
if the next big play is a disaster, 
then try another one. I’m sort of 
ready to do that.” T

Southern California. 

It must have been hard to give up 
your beautiful house in Pacific 
Palisades. 

Well, we haven’t had to give it 
up yet, until they pay us! But I’m 
very glad to be here, and I’ve been 
asked to sing the National Anthem 
at the opening Oakland football 
game. There’s nothing in the 
world that I would like to do less. 

Oh, what fun! You're not going to 
do a Roseanne Barr, are you? 

I won’t do a Roseanne Barr, 
but I also won’t do a Whitney 
Houston! I don’t have the voice 
for that. I’m a wonderful singer, 
but not for the National Anthem! 
My biggest fear is forgetting the 
words! You know, nobody ever re¬ 
alizes that you never get to sing 
that song but maybe once a year. 
So nobody knows the words and 
you fudge over, [she sings] “And 
the blah blah red glare!” 

To say nothing of the range re¬ 
quired! But I'm sure that won't be 
a problem for you. I was excited 
to learn that you are going to ap¬ 
pear on stage at the Castro The¬ 
atre. West Side Story is one of 
my favorite movies. And it's won¬ 
derful to see that the special 
event will benefit "Cada Cabeza 
Es Un Mundo (Each Mind Is a 
World)." Tell me about the orga¬ 
nization and your involvement 
with it. 

Oh, it’s such a great project! It 
came about because almost ten 
years ago I was approached by two 
Chicana women, Margo Segura 
and Marina Dominguez, who 
asked me to do a little piece in a 
documentary about drop-outs. 
They approached Eddie Olmos 
and Carlos Santana as well, both 
of whom said yes. So this film was 
made: a forty-five minute docu¬ 
mentary which is a really mar¬ 
velous film. 

Then I got involved in the pro¬ 
ject itself, which came about as a 
result of the documentary. The 
idea itself is so smashing; I’ve been 
killing myself to try to help them 
for the past eight years. It is to give 
these Chicano, youth-at-risk kids 
a sense of identity, a sense of be¬ 
longing, which is not something 
you get in schools. Because if 
you’re white, you can relate to 
everything, but if you’re Chicano, 
you relate to nothing! There is 
nothing whatever to relate to. So 


what the curriculum does is it puts 
them in touch with who they are, 
with respect to their ancestors. 
And it puts them in touch with 
who these very successful people 
are, who have nothing necessarily 
to do with show business or 
sports, because black and Hispan¬ 
ic kids think that the only way to 
be a success is to be involved in 
show business or in sports, which 
is seriously unrealistic. 

What kinds of role models are of¬ 
fered to these kids? 

Oh, all kinds: scientists, mural- 
ists, philosophers. There are also 
soldiers, and there are performers, 
but those are in the minority, be¬ 
cause there is so much more that 
the Hispanic culture has to offer 
these children. For me the thing 
that really strikes home is the con¬ 
cept of Who They Are. There are 
color slides of murals done by 
artists who are Chicano. There is 
the first known recording of a 
original mariachi band. Isn’t that 
marvelous? These women kill 
themselves doing research, and if 
you pick up one of their note¬ 
books, you don’t want to put it 
down, because there’s so much in 
there that even we don’t know! 

[Thanks in large part to the par¬ 
ticipation of the celebrities, the 
project is being incorporated into 
the curriculum of California pub¬ 
lic schools and has been requested 
by other school systems nation¬ 
wide, according to the Sausalito 
headquarters of "Cada Cabeza."] 

And I love the title, “Each 
Mind Is a World.” Doesn’t that 
give you a couple of goosebumps? 

It does, and my hat's off to you 
for the inspiring work that you've 
done for kids, going all the way 
back to The Electric Company. 

Oh! Wasn’t that the best show? 
We really had some fun making it, 
and I still have friends to this day 
from that show, Bill Cosby and 
Morgan Freeman. We’ve known 
each other now from that show 
about thirty-three years. It was 
thanks to Morgan that I got my 
star on the Hollywood Walk of 
Fame. He came and did the emcee 
chores for the reception that 
evening. He paid his own way and 
on one day’s notice — when Bill 
couldn’t do it at the last minute, 
Morgan flew in. It just knocked 
me out! What a class gentleman 
he is! 

Did your work with children come 
from your own role as a mother? 


Well, I was one of those Puer¬ 
to Rican kids in New York who 
went into school not speaking a 
word of English. And it was in the 
days before anybody gave a damn 
if kids could speak the language 
or not. My academic work suf¬ 
fered greatly from that, and I never 
did learn arithmetic, it was an ab¬ 
solute mystery! So it was partly 
that, but it’s also because I feel that 
the children are the future. I recent¬ 
ly spoke to a Hispanic businessper¬ 
sons association, and I told them 
that it’s in their best interest to see 
to it that these children get an edu¬ 
cation, because otherwise, who are 
you going to employ? You’re going 
to want to employ your own, which 
is perfecdy natural and good, but if 
they can’t speak and they can’t cal¬ 
culate and they can’t express them¬ 
selves and spell, what’s going to 
happen to them? There’ll be yet an¬ 
other generation of dish-washers. 

What do you think of the current 
state of bilingual education in 
California? 

I’m very torn. I get the feeling 
that the courses that haven’t 
worked haven’t been taught prop¬ 
erly. This is only instinct, but 
when children are not being 
taught anything in their native 
language and they have to strug¬ 
gle to try to learn English, that’s at 
least a year and a half of not learn¬ 
ing anything. And that’s where I 
have ambivalence, because it 
keeps them from having an edu¬ 
cation, and I think there has to be 
a way to do both. I don’t know 
that anyone has really tried to find 
out why the failed programs did¬ 
n’t work, and I think it needed 
more investigation. 

How does "Cada Cabeza" benefit 
from the Castro showing of West 
Side Story? 

Anyone who pays for admis¬ 
sion will be supporting “Cada 
Cabeza” directly. I just hope that 
people show up so that we can 
make some money for them. So 
tell the gay community they’d bet¬ 
ter show their booties up there! 

I don't think there's any question 
of that! So tell me how the West 
Side Story revival and benefit 
came about. 

It came from Cine Accion. 
Now that they know I’m here 
and that “Cada Cabeza” was in¬ 
volved, they figured, oh we’ve got 
us a clay pigeon! 

How much convincing did it take? 

Well, because it was for Marina

and Margo, none. But I’m really 
trying to steer away from all kinds 
of show biz stuff for a while. I’ve 
cut down on almost all of my con¬ 
certs. And I just want to do what I 
want to do now, and stop trying 
to make a living. 

It seems like it might be that time 
in your life. And after playing 
Norma Desmond, what can you 
follow that with? 

Yeah, if not now, when? 

Tell me about your memories of 
making West Side Story. Have 
you seen it recently? Is it fresh in 
your memory? 

I haven’t seen it since the very 
first time on a big screen. 

Because you brought up the mat¬ 
ter of ethnicity, let me ask you 
this. Wasn't it an issue in 1960 
that you were the only genuine 
Latina star among the major cast 
members, since Natalie Wood 
was Russian American and 
George Chakiris was Greek Amer¬ 
ican? 

I know, isn’t that bizarre? 
Nowadays, it would be totally dif¬ 
ferent; they’d get tarred and feath¬ 
ered if they did that. 

It calls to mind the biopic that 
was not made on the life of Frida 
Kahlo because Hispanic groups 
protested the casting of Laura 
San Giacomo, who is 
Italian-American. Do you remem¬ 
ber that? 

Oh, I know. It’s too bad in a 
way, because she’s a superb ac¬ 
tress, and she would be a great 
Frida. 

So how did that all shake down in 
1960? 

That’s just how it was. You no¬ 
tice that most of the Latino kids 
in the gang were, in fact, Latino. It 
was a different world, and one 
didn’t question it. Well, one could 
question it, but one also knew the 
realities. 

On the other hand, before West 
Side Story , you played an Asian 
character, Tuptim, in The King 
and I. 

Nowadays, they’d certainly 
look for someone who looks more 
Oriental. In fact, France Nuyen 
was also up for that role, and when 


I learned that, I thought that I’d 
never have a chance, because she 
was so exquisite looking. I don’t 
know why she didn’t get it; maybe 
she was “too Oriental!” She is still 
extremely beautiful. 

Do you have any expectations 
about how West Side Story may 
have aged? 

Well, I know that there are some 
very dated lines. They were dated 
when the movie came out. Like “I 
and Velma,” which is my favorite 
bad line! And things like, “I’m hep.” 

Or "Daddy-0." 

The language was okay when it 
was a play, but it was dated when 
the movie came out, and they re¬ 
ally should have changed it. 

Since I'm writing for the gay 
press, I must ask you about that 
gay icon Googie Gomez, the fabu¬ 
lously untalented singer in The 
Ritz. 

Oh, she’s my favorite! She’s in¬ 
sane, and she came out of my 
body and my brain. 

So you and Terrence McNally col¬ 
laborated on her? 

When I was doing West Side 
Story, I was on my five-minute 
break, and I did what most 
dancers do, which is you light up 
a cigarette and you do bits and 
shtick and stuff, and one day I 
spit her out, and out she came. 
She’s auditioning for a 
bus-and-truck of Gypsy. Every¬ 
body laughed, and I laughed. I 
make me laugh when I do her! 
Terrence McNally saw me do her 
at jimmy Coco’s house, and he 
thought it was the wildest thing 
he’d ever seen. Then a year later 
he wrote a script called The Tubs, 
and there was this character 
named Rita “Googie” Gomez.

French

y name is Liliane Mon- 
tevecchi and I’m thrilled 
to bits to be here!” Like a 
champagne cork La Montevecchi 
explodes onto the stage, her bub¬ 
bly joie de vivre launching into 
“Paris Canaille” and then Jacques 
Brel’s “Bruxelles.” Uproariously 
rolling her R’s and exaggerating 
her already distinct Gallic accent, 
she’s Parisienne par excellence. 

Montevecchi originally per¬ 
formed this one-woman show in 
1988, but for some inexplicable 
reason this recording is of a per¬ 
formance before an enthusiastic 
invited audience at Clinton Stu¬ 
dios on November 6, 1997. The 
album magically captures all the 
sparkle of the private party. Orig¬ 
inally conceived and directed by 
Tommy Tune, the astute arrange¬ 
ments are by Joel Silberman and 
the musical direction by Dick 
Gallagher. 

Montevecchi weaves autobio¬ 
graphical stories as she sings songs 
and camps and flirts shamelessly 
with the audience for well over an 
hour. After a contract with M-G-M 
in the ’50s had her co-star with 
Fred Astaire, Marlon Brando, and 
Elvis Presley in Hollywood, she 
danced with Roland Petit’s Ballet 
and the Folies-Bergere in Paris. Her 
checkered career comes full circle 
when later in the evening Mon¬ 
tevecchi relates the remarkable 
story of how she serendipitously 
came to sing “Folies Bergere,” the 
song from Nine which Maury 
Yeston wrote for her and for which 
she won the Tony and the Drama 
Desk Award in 1992. 

“I hope you understand 
French — otherwise you’re going 
to have a headache! Ha! Ha! Ha!” 
Montevecchi’s raucous laugh is 
frequent and fabulous, but she’s 


bubbly 


right, if you aren’t a Francophile, 
you’re going to miss out on some 
of the fun as she segues between 
the two languages with such 
alarming rapidity-she sometimes 
seems to be operating in both si¬ 
multaneously. She often contrasts 
English and French lyrics, as in 
“Let’s Call the Whole Thing Off” 
and “For Me, For Me, Formida¬ 
ble.” 

One charming segment is a 
tribute to three famous Parisian 
forebears in which Montevecchi 
essays a remarkable reedy ver¬ 
sion of Cole Porter’s “Jour et 
Nuit” a la Josephine Baker 
(whose adopted son Jean Claude 
Baker is one of the show’s origi¬ 
nal producers), then Edith Piaf’s 
“La Vie en Rose,” and finally 
Mistinguett singing “Mon 
Homme.” 

A paean to her beloved home¬ 
town includes Cole Porter’s “You 
Don’t Know Paree” and “I Love 
Paris,” before Liliane takes the au¬ 
dience “on the boulevard,” ex¬ 


plaining the differences between 
the various thoroughfares as she 
warbles “Just a Gigolo,” “Boule¬ 
vard of Broken Dreams,” and 
“Irma La Douce.” 

One caveat: the liner notes are 
an absolute disgrace. They pro¬ 
vide no biographical information 
about the veteran performer (now 
in her sixties), exclude many of 
the songs performed, offer no 
running times for the tracks, and 
misspell several song titles. 

But that won’t diminish the 
pleasure of accompanying this 
zany chanteuse on a promenade 
through the romantic streets of 
the Paris she adores. ▼ 


Politically 
incorrect Rita

ita Moreno won an Oscar 
for West Side Story (1961), 
but her greatest perfor¬ 
mance is as Googie Gomez in Ter¬ 
ence McNally’s The Ritz (1978). 
As a supremely untalented musi¬ 
cal-comedy star wannabe, 
Moreno brilliantly satirizes the 
Latin spitfire stereotype. Her su¬ 
perb comic skills shine in this 
flawless, Wildean farce. 

The plot is simple: Gaetano 
Procolo (Jack Weston), a straight 
garbageman fleeing his murder¬ 
ous brother-in-law Carmine 
(Jerry Stiller), finds refuge at The 
Ritz, a posh Manhattan gay bath¬ 
house modeled on the Continen¬ 
tal Baths of the pre-AIDS era. He 
meets the hungry-for-stardom 
Googie, who will host that night’s 
amateur talent contest. She thinks 
he’s a Broadway producer; he 
concludes she’s a drag queen. 

Gaetano is pursued by Claude 
(Paul B. Price), a love-starved 
chubby-chaser, meets Chris (F. 


Murray Abraham), a campy 
queen hoping to score, and be¬ 
friends Michael Brick (Treat 
Williams), a straight detective 
hired by Carmine to entrap him 
in gay “fragrante dilecto.” 

Carmine arrives, and, never 
having met the detective, mistakes 
Chris for him, then enlists him in 
the entrapment. (“I’m no judge of 
fruit bait, but I guess you’ll do.”) 

The story speeds along hilari¬ 
ously before reaching a perfect 
ending. Highlights include 
Moreno performing Everything's 
Coming Up Roses; Weston, Price, 
and Abraham’s lip-synching He’s 
a Gay Caballero while in drag as 
the Andrews Sisters; and Claude 
mistaking Gaetano’s wife (Kaye 
Ballard) for the overweight man 
of his dreams. 

Most of the cast repeated their 
original Broadway roles and are 
uniformly excellent under 
Richard Lester’s inspired direc¬ 
tion. McNally’s jewel-like screen¬ 
play is a reminder of the inno¬ 
cence of the seventies, and of how 
much fun cruising could be. ▼ 
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978-ARTS.

The Black 
Madonna 


T alk about making something of 
your dreams: 

“It all started with a dream 
about a girl who was having visions,” 
says local playwright Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca, “who was building a stone altar 
in her room and channeling saints.” 

That apparition, which came to 
Mecca years ago, plus Mecca's work¬ 
ing-class, South Philly, Italian-Ameri- 
can heritage combined to jumpstart a 
script inside his brain: 

“The working class has always been 
drawn to the Madonna, because peas¬ 
ants have hard lives, and she’s a forgiv¬ 
ing mother. She loves you no matter 
how disobediant you are.” 

Then he recalled that in Italy “there 
are lots of black madonnas, 24 or 25 
sites or shrines where she s been seen.” 

This led him, during an AIRspace 
residency at the Ion Sims Center, to write 
Im Madonna Nera (The Black Madon¬ 
na), set in 1964 in a working-class, Ital- 
ian-American, South Philly neighbor¬ 
hood. It focuses on troubled 15-year-old 
Angelina, who sees visions of the saints, 
then of the Black Madonna. 

So enthralled was Mecca with black 
madonna mythology he set about re¬ 
searching the phenomenon, which led 
him both to muse on the origins of 
humanity (“the human race began in 
Africa, and at one time we were all 
black. Eve would have been black.”), 
and to track down Bay Area scholar 
Lucia Chiavola Birnbaum, author of 
Black Madonnas and African Origins 
and Godmothers. 

Mecca showed Birnbaum his script, 
she expressed delight with it, and the 
two began sharing ideas. Appropriate¬ 
ly, on Saturday, September 12, when 
Mecca’s revised play is read on stage at 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts, Birn¬ 
baum will be there to introduce the 
performance. 

“I think it’s interesting the sightings 
of the black madonna persist today,” 
says Mecca, noting that Mexico’s Nues- - 
tra Sehora de Guadalupe is a modern 
verson. “Maternal figures as semi¬ 
deities will endure because we all come 
from a mother, so when we’re in trou¬ 
ble it’s natural to seek help from a ma¬ 
ternal figure.” ▼

Quality time with

We finally visited the di Rosa 
Preserve, Bay Area art collector 
Rene di Rosa’s digs on the 
grounds of an old winery in the 
Napa Valley, where he has in¬ 
stalled his inspired collection of 
contemporary art on the grounds 
of his Edenic estate. We were a tri¬ 
fle early for the appointed hour of 
our tour, so we took ourselves to 
the Domaine Carneros winery 
chateau across the highway from 
di Rosa’s place. We were in Napa, 
after all, so we sampled three of 
the establishment’s fine sparkling 
wines, but only three, as it was still 
before noon. From our seat on the 
terrace, we could see artworks of 
fabricated sheep across the way 
grazing among the wetlands. Said 
our waiter, “When people start 
seeing the sheep move, it’s time to 
stop serving them.” 

At the di Rosa Preserve, you 
can see the fruits of forty years of 
di Rosa’s patronship of the arts in 
Northern California. Over 1,000 
pieces are on display — in a few 
gallery buildings, in the 100-year-

old winery-turned-residence, and 
over 200 acres, including in the 
lake. The goods include pieces by 
Joan Brown, David Ireland, En¬ 
rique Chagoya, Deborah But¬ 
terfield, and by the funk triumvi¬ 
rate of William T. Wiley, Robert 
Arneson, and Roy deForest. 
Portraits of the latter three are by 
photographer and di Rosa stepson 
Jock McDonald. When we com¬ 
plimented di Rosa on his collec¬ 
tion, he said with characteristic 
understatement, “It’s just local art 
in a tin building.” 

But the credo painted on the 
wall of another gallery was more 
to the point. In hand-painted cur¬ 
sive, di Rosa’s words: “Divinely re¬ 
gional, superbly parochial, won- 
drously provincial — an absolute 
native glory.” We think di Rosa is 
the ultimate macrobiotic liver: 
drinking wine from local grapes, 
enjoying work from local artists.

Then, with our consort Thing 
along for the ride, we barreled 
down the Valley of the Moon 
highway in our rented Camaro 
convertible (we didn’t even know 
they still made Camaros) — des¬ 
tination: Santa Rosa, where per¬ 
formance artist Laurie Anderson 
was appearing at the Luther Bur¬ 
bank Center for the Arts. Arriv¬ 
ing early as is our wont, we had 
time not only for a double espres¬ 
so but for an illegal peek into the 
darkened theatre while Anderson 
performed her sound check. Just 
the artist on her electric violin, 
and no one else to hear it but the 
sound man: guilty pleasure. 

Laurie’s public offering, The 
Speed of Darkness, was stripped- 
down, dark, honest. She sang a 
few songs from her last album, 
Bright Red, but mostly discoursed 
on trends in current American so¬ 
ciety and our mad headlong em¬ 
brace of ever-accelerating tech¬ 
nology. She said she basically 
agreed with the Unabomber, that 


there was no reflection or analysis 
as to where this technology “arms 
race” is taking us. 

Doesn’t sound like a barrel of 
laughs, we know, but Anderson is 
never without humor, penetrating 
insight, and her unique music. 
Sounds like poetry incarnate.

From an interview with Mat- 
tachine Society founder Harry 
Hay on the Web, apparently from 
the current issue of The Progres¬ 
sive:

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Akira Kurosawa dies

H ollywood is mourning the loss of one of the most imitated 
film directors, Akira Kurosawa, who died Sunday, Septem¬ 
ber 6 at his home in Tokyo at age 88. 

Kurosawa won an Academy Award for lifetime achievement in 
1990, and was widely regarded as one of the world’s greatest living 
directors, with classics that included Rashomon and The Seven 
Samurai . 

Critics often described his work as making a “profoundly hu¬ 
manistic statement,” but Kurosawa modestly said, “I just make up 
stories and film them.” 

After being awarded his honorary Oscar, Kurosawa told the Los 
Angeles Times, “I have the feeling that I’m getting it partly because 
I’ve turned 80, and that is an expression of warm feeling for me” 
The tall, vigorous, and dapper director made nearly 60 films 
over half a century at a pace of about one each year. 

He probed his own dreams in the episodic Akira Kurosawa's 
Dreams, which opened at the Cannes Film Festival in 1990. ▼ 
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dying in their own lives, the little 
deaths they felt every day, of hope 
and opportunity and belief.” 

Some of the book’s most 
painful moments occur when the 
big events were over and the move¬ 
ment began to unravel. Lewis re¬ 
sponded by changing with the 
times. No incident seems more 
heroic than the decision by this 
secular saint (known for his “al¬ 
most painful sincerity”) to hire a 
PR consultant and work on his 
image. He became so skilled at self¬ 
presentation that in 1986 he bat¬ 
hed the super-smooth Julian Bond 
for a seat in Congress and won. 

Unlike many companions, 
Lewis had staying power. At one 
point, he describes certain leaders 
as “people who are like fireworks, 
popping off right and left with lots 
of sound and sizzle.” He compares 
himself to a pilot light. “It burns 
steadily and it burns forever.” 

It also ignites other flames. The 
gay liberation movement since 
Stonewall is inconceivable with¬ 
out the model of the black civil 
rights struggle. Many early black 
leaders were unsympathetic to 
women or gays, but John Lewis 
welcomed us at every turn. “We’re 
all living in this house,” he de¬ 
clares. Like his movement, he ex¬ 
tends the courage of self-respect 
to all whom the culture treats as 
second-class human beings. Any¬ 
one who reads this book will 
emerge sadder, wiser, and less 
likely to sit quietly the next time 
they’re snubbed. ▼

marchers and left Lewis with a 
fractured skull. 

Lewis (or his co-writer) has a 
knack for making these events 
seem as immediate and gripping 
as anything in a novel. He not 
only gives history, he shows what 
it was like to live it. 

At the same time, he has a re¬ 
assuring ability to hover over an 
event, assessing dynamics and 
calling shots with clarity and in¬ 
sight. Lewis doesn’t pull punches. 
Leaders as varied as Roy Wilkins 
(head of the NAACP), Jimmy 
Carter, and John F. Kennedy get 
steely-eyed treatment. Even when 
he disapproves, however, Lewis 
shows an understanding of 
human need. Speaking of the riots 
which followed Martin Luther 
King’s assassination, he suggests 
that it wasn’t King’s death which 
led people to violence. “It was the

Dangerous living

f i he American media like to 
tag each liberation move¬ 
ment with a little gold star, a 
charismatic figurehead who 
stands for the whole. Cesar 
Chavez represents the farm work¬ 
ers, Rigoberta Menchu the 
Guatemalan peasants, and Martin 
Luther King the manifold black 
civil rights movement. This is like 
stripping Ben Franklin and 
Thomas Jefferson from the Amer¬ 
ican Revolution and declaring 
that George Washington did it 
alone. Thousands of dedicated in¬ 
dividuals disappear into the vac¬ 
uum of a single name. 

For the civil rights movement, 
that is beginning to change. Piv¬ 
otal figures like Fannie Lou 
Hamer, Bob Moses, and Bayard

opened at a little storefront the¬ 
ater in the East Village. It really 
was let’s-put-on-a-show time, 
with Busch and his friends per¬ 
forming a campy tale about time¬ 
traveling vampires to gay trendies. 
Somehow, the word spread, the 
reviewers came, the show moved 
to a larger theater, and the audi¬ 
ence broadened — so much so 
that Vampire Lesbians of Sodom 
became the longest-running non¬ 
musical show in Off-Broadway 
history. 

It has been reported that 
Busch wrote Vampire Lesbians of 
Sodom in 90 minutes. “Well, a 
couple of hours,” he corrected. “I 
was working as an office temp, 
and I had to take phone calls oc¬ 
casionally. Lady in Question took 
me a little longer, about two 
months. 

“Lady in Question ,” he said, “is 
kind of my favorite, actually. I was 
very proud of it and very senti¬ 
mental about it. I had this little 
theater company, Theatre in 
Limbo, where we produced every¬ 
thing I wrote up to 1991, and I 
wrote all these plays for this spe¬ 
cific little ensemble. With Lady in 
Question, everybody was at the top 
of their form, and it was also the 
last production where we were all 
together, because after that a cou¬ 
ple of my friends died of AIDS.” 

He followed up Lady in Ques¬ 
tion with Red Scare on Sunset, a 
parody of the anti-commie 
movies of the early ’50s. “With 
that, I was trying to take the drag 
movie parody to another level,” he 
said. “It had a little more content 
than is usual for me. It was very 
political.” 

Busch took an even bolder step 
with You Should Be So Lucky in 
1995. He played a man. “I felt that 
I had gone as far as I could with 
drag, and I thought it would be 
interesting to try to play my own 
gender,” he said. “But I really did¬ 
n’t enjoy it much. What I do best 
is play female characters — it’s 
what makes me special — and a 
lot of other guys can play guys 
better than I can, so I kind of got 
that out of my system.” 

Dismissed 

Because he doesn’t want his 
upcoming play to be thought of as 


Rustin are receiving their due. 
And John Lewis, a man Time 
magazine ranked with Mother 
Teresa as a living saint, has writ¬ 
ten an autobiography which en¬ 
sures that he won’t be overlooked 
again. He may be a saint, but 
Lewis has the deadly aim of a true 
revolutionary. Walking with the 
Wind should electrify anyone who 
believes that society needs change. 

As a sharecropper’s son in the 
Alabama backwoods, Lewis was a 
tender-hearted child who 
preached to the chickens and 
threw a fit when one was cooked 
for dinner. He also scandalized his 
parents when he said of their 
backbreaking labor, “This is noth¬ 
ing but gambling. We’re betting 
on getting ahead, but there ain’t 
no way... We’re always gonna 
lose.” 

Lewis saw that the American 
Dream — the myth that if people 
work, they get ahead — played 
into the hands of the wealthy. If 
blacks wanted change, they would 
have to force it themselves. Yet 


“Busch’s current genderbender 
comedy,” he decided not the play 
the title character in The Tale of the 
Allergist’s Wife, due to open at the 
Manhattan Theatre Club next 
spring. “It’s a very contemporary 
play about a woman going 
through a midlife crisis,” Busch 
said. “She’s this overarticulate, rag¬ 
ing Jewish woman who has been 
enormously frustrated intellectu¬ 
ally. I have some of the same frus¬ 
trations. If you have film parody 
elements in your plays, people 
tend to dismiss you as brainless.” 

The new play is one attempt to 
counter that, and Busch is also 
contributing to If These Walls 
Could Talk II, an HBO movie 
made up of four gay-themed sto¬ 
ries set in the ’20s, the ’50s, the 
70s, and the ’90s. “I’m writing the 
1920s episode,” he said. “I’m very 
excited about that.” 

If he is sometimes frustrated by 
his lightweight image and un¬ 
nerved by accelerating birthdays, 
Busch also said he has recently been 
counting his blessings. “At the mo¬ 
ment — right at the moment — 
things are awfully good,” he said. 
“Ive got my husband. I have my 
friends. I’ve got all these exciting 
things happening in the next year.” 

Busch has been coupled for 
nine years with a writer currently 
at work on a biography of Patrick 
Dennis, author of Auntie Marne. 
Another important person in his 
life is his Aunt Lillian, now near¬ 
ing 90, whom Busch has called his 
own Auntie Marne. 

After his mother died when he 
was 7, Busch was sent to live with 
his aunt in Manhattan. “If my 
aunt hadn’t stepped in when she 
did, I don’t know what would have 
happened to me,” he said. “She 
forced me to awaken when I was 
so locked into my own preoccupa¬ 
tions. I didn’t dress up as a child. I 
was drawing pictures of actresses. 

I never wanted to be a woman. I 
wanted to be a great actress.” 

Busch was, he said, a “bizarre 
child.” But he also said he was 
only rarely picked on by the other 
kids. “I tend to think you’re more 
picked on if you desperately want 
to be a part of things,” he said. “I 
was always so completely bored by 
the other children and found 
them all so limited. Everything 
that I am today I was at 7.1 was 
completely formed at 7, artistical¬ 
ly, intellectually. It’s been downhill 
ever since.” ▼ 


Lewis had a horror of violence 
and could never advocate armed 
revolution. He pondered this 
dilemma until, at college in 
Nashville, he encountered James 
Lawson, who had lived in India 
and picked up the fundamentals 
of civil disobedience. If Gandhi 
had defeated oppressors through 
nonviolent means, why couldn’t 
blacks do the same? 

Lawson taught a workshop on 
the principles and techniques of 
disciplined resistance, and soon 
Lewis and fellow students moved 
into the streets. If a soda fountain 
wouldn’t serve them, they took 
seats anyhow. When denied entry 
at a movie theater, they formed a 
line at the ticket counter and 
courteously declined to budge. 
Here was the movement Lewis 
had sought since childhood, peo¬ 
ple who applied strategic pressure 
until the opposition buckled. 

Murder and mayhem 

Lewis took part in some of the 
most dangerous and, at times, 
sickening events in civil rights his¬ 
tory: the 1961 freedom ride when 
the bus was firebombed and he 
was almost killed; the Mississippi 
summer when, despite murder 
and mayhem, workers struggled 
to register black voters; and the 
March on Washington, where 
Lewis’ own speech so incensed the 
Catholic archbishop that he had 
to tone it down. Finally, he de¬ 
scribes Bloody Sunday at Selma, 
where the police clubbed ninety

The Bullfighter and the Lady 
(1951). She gave a stunning per¬ 
formance in 1952’s High Noon 
with Gary Cooper, and became 
the first Hispanic actress nomi¬ 
nated for an Oscar for 1954s The 
Broken Lance, opposite Spencer 
Tracy. Married briefly to Ernest 
Borgnine, she worked in Holly¬ 
wood until the mid-60s, then re¬ 
turned to Mexico, where she con¬ 
tinues acting in movies and tele¬ 
vision. 

Other Hispanics of the late for¬ 
ties and fifties were Mexico’s Ri¬ 
cardo Montalban (b. 1920) and 
Argentina’s Fernando Lamas 
(1915-1982). Montalban’s greatest 


Emmy and a Grammy, and 
starred on Broadway in Terence 
McNally’s hilarious The Ritz, win¬ 
ning a Tony (the only performer 
with all four awards). The Ritz, set 
in a gay bathhouse, features 
Moreno’s Googie Gomez, a 
no-talent singer/dancer with a 
funny Spanish accent who is mis¬ 
taken for a transvestite. The char¬ 
acter, her own invention, inspired 
McNally’s play, and she filmed it 
in 1978. 

Hispanic actors today include 
Antonio Banderas (who first 
earned acclaim in the sexually 
ambiguous films of Pedro 
Almodovar), Andy Garcia (who 
played gay Spanish poet-play¬ 
wright Federico Garcia Lorca in 
Lorca without acknowledging his 
character’s homosexuality), Jen- 
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fame came as suave Mr. Roarke on 
television’s Fantasy Island 
(1978-1984), while Lamas, Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor’s co-star in The Girl 
Who Had Everything (1952), di¬ 
rected films and appeared on 
Broadway opposite Ethel Merman 
in Happy Hunting (1956). His son 
by Arlene Dahl, Lorenzo Lamas, 
works regularly on television. 

Puerto Rican Rita Moreno (b. 
1931) is the only Hispanic actress 
to win an Oscar, for 1961 ’s West 
Side Story. Her early roles includ¬ 
ed spitfires and “exotics,” but after 
the Oscar she refused further 
type-casting. She collected an 


nifer Lopez, James Edward 
Olmos, Martin Sheen (Hal Hol¬ 
brook’s lover in television’s first 
gay love story, 1972’s That Certain 
Summer), his sons Charlie Sheen 
and Emilio Estevez, the ageless 
Raquel Welch (born Raquel Teja¬ 
da in 1940), and Jimmy Smits. 

Except for Banderas, Welch, 
and Garcia, none has had the im¬ 
pact of Novarro, Del Rio, Hay¬ 
worth, or Quinn. Hollywood’s 
thinking remains unchanged: 
those who are or look European 
get many roles; those who are of 
mixed descent have limited op¬ 
portunities. T
